It is understood, however, that in any 
came wher? a trade union is unable to provide 
sufficient workmen the employer or employers 
tui that trade may hire workmen, not members, 
Who shali become members of the union, if com- 
petént. That after the date of the signing of 
this agreement, no union shall become a party 
to this agreement ‘without the consent of the 
Executive Committee. : 
16. Resolved, That the wages now paid in the 
jed tra@es shali not be reduced nor th 
hours increased for one year from the date of 
Me general acceptance of this agre:ment. In 
difficulty. arising in the unskilled trades, 
may, through the mechanics of that partic- 
ular trade, have representation in the General 
Arbitration Board. 


‘The meeting began at 2:30 o'clock in the ; 


afternoon at the Building Trades’ Club, 
17123 Broadway, and was called to order 
by Otto M. Eldlitz, Chairman of the Board 
of Governors. Representatives of more 
than twenty unions were present. Mr. 
Widlite was made, Chairman of the meet- 
ing, and James J. Daly, President of the 
Tile Layers’ Union, was made Vice Chair 
man. 

Articles 15.and 16 were discussed at some 
Yéngth, and then the labor committee of 
five and a committee of five of the em- 
ployers had joint conference in secret 
session. In ‘half an hour the committees 
réetiirned with .the following resolutions, 
which were submitted to the general con- 
ference:

Be it Resolved, That it is understood and 
agreed to by this conference that the first clause 
of Article 16 applies to skilled as well as un- 
ekilled trades. 

It is undérStood. and agreed that all existing 
trade agreements remain in full force, except 
in Bo far as they may conflict with the above 
arbitration plan. 

On the motion of James J. Daly of the 
unions the plan of arbitration was then 
adopted as a@ whole. The representatives 
of the unions afterward pledged themselves 


io ufge on their unions the immediate 
adoption of the plan, so that work can be 
resumed at once. 

Meetings were called last night by some 
of the unions, which adopted the plan after 
the two objectionable articles had been ex- 
ewe Other unions will meet to-night, 
neluding the Housesmiths and Bridge- 
inen’s Union, and it was asserted on good 
suthority that the latter organization wi!! 
support the plan. It was also learned last 
evening that Samuel J. Parks in all proba- 
bility will propose the resolution to adopt 
the plan. 

The following statement was made by the 
Press Committee of the Board of Governors 
last evening. 

“We believed from the first that the 
plan of arbitration would be adopted when 
the unions came to consider it fairly. The 
principles we started out to establish and 
maintain we believed would ultimately pre- 
vail. The plan hag been very slightly modi- 
fied. and only in the construction of some 
of the clauses, not in its general effect. 

“ When the unions vote on the rs final- 
ly work will be generally resumed. We fee! 
certain that, by Monday work will be going 
on. By Tuesday or Wednesday the shut- 
down, we hope, will be past history. While 
fome of the unions accepted the plan at 
onee and others which sent representatives 
to the conference. wanted some of the 
points explained, none of the unions which 
sent representatives rejected he plan. 
fome simply objected to the articles the 
Objections to which were explained away 
by the resolutions we passed to-day.” 

The Board of Governors of the Employ- 
ers’ Association will meet this afternoon 
at 1 o'clock. JT ater in the afternoon it will 
Bubmit its action of yesterday for ratifi- 
cation to a general meeting of the asso- 
eiation.

gether. ff these two nations got together 
to maintain their common interests and 
commerce it would make for the peace 
of the world. Neither Great Britain. nor 
America wanted an alliance; “but,” the 
speaker added, “we want an understand- 
ing. Both Great Britain and America are 
increasing their fleets; but that is no more 
a threat to other nations than increasing 
the police force of their cities fn order to 
maintain order.” 

Admiral Cotton in replying testified to 
the warm feeling existing between the two 
nations and their navies, and recalled in- 
stanees ,where British and Americans had 
served together. He thanked the King and 
the people of Great Britain for the wel- 
come given to the Americans, and pro- 
posed the health of Lord Beresford amid 
great enthusiasm.

ROME, July 10, 4 A. M.—Another day 
of alternate hopes and fears has passed, 
and Pope Leo’s life still hangs in the 
balance. Beginning with renewed hopes 
the day closed with the scales tending 
slowly but surely downward. How long 
this agonizing peridfi of suspense will 
last not even the attending doctors dare 
to say. 

No night bulletin was issued, but at 
12:15 o'clock this morning it was learned 
from Dr. Mazzoni that the condition of 


the Pontiff had not changed since the 


issue of the evening bulletin at 7:30 
o'clock. This bulletin announced that 
the patient’s state was grave and that 
liquid was 4gain rapidly ‘gathering in 
the pleural cavity, and at the hour it 
was issued Dr. Lapponi declared his be- 
lief that there was no hope, but that the 
end might not come this night. 
Injections given “iret by Dr. Mazzoni 
and then by Dr. Lapponi have had in 
part the desfred effect, as the Pope has 
succeeded in getting some sieep, although 
his slumber was not entirely tranquil. 


The patient’s diet has been somewhat ! 


lightened since an attack of diarrhea yes- 
terday, and } now limited mainly to 
meat broth and beef tea. 

The Pope was suddenly attacked yes- 
terday afternoon with diarrhea, appar- 
ently caysed* by the large quantity of 
food he has taken, and to which he was 
unaccustomed, together with his extreme 
weakness. The new development in turn 
augmented ‘his weakness, but the diar- 
rhea later ceased. \ 

INTERVIEW WITH DR. MAZZONI. 

At midnight a report coming from the 


Vatican itself gained currency that Dr. 
Mazzoni had again operated on the Pope 


and extracted serum which had gathered | 


in the pleural cavity. The representative 
of The Associated Press immediately 
went to see the illustrious surgeon, and 
found him at his home at 1:30 o’clock 
this morning. Although extremely tired 
Dr, Mazzoni allowed himself to be inter- 
viewed, and4aid: 

“Tt is untrue that a new operation has 
been performed. I was with the Pope 
from 11 P. M. until after midnight, and 
found his general condition stationary, 
no change having taken place since the 
afternoon, when a consultation with Dr. 
Rossini was held: To strengthen the pa- 
tient’s heart and help the circulation of 
the blood I injected camphor and caf- 
feine, after which the Pope, who seemed 
somewhat relieved, said he remembered 
bei treated with Raspail water on a 
camphor basis when he was Nuncio at 
Brussels, sixty years ago.” 

In reply to a question, Dr. Mazzoni 
said: 

‘‘T really cannot say whether the serum 
in the pleural cavity has increased since 
the consultation this afternoon, as I did 
not examine his Holiness for such a pur- 
pose. It ‘must be understood that the 
Pope is too frail to. be handled like other 
people. Besides, his thorax, through old 
age, has become bent In such a way that 
the right side, where pneumonia was 
first detected, curves out in a very pro- 
nounted manner, while the left side 
curves in. At to-day’s visit attention will 
be especially centred on th: progress in 
the secretion of serum. 
will be taken as to whether a new opera- 
tion is necessary.”

yesterday morning seemed so favorable 
that the hopeful Dr. Mazzorii and the 
more conservative Dr. Lapponi united in 
expressing the belief that there was some 
slight prospect of recovery, but within 
a few hours these brighter prospects dis- 
appeared before the most alarming con- 


clusions reached after the lengthy con- 
sultation of the doctors.* The earlier 


hopes had been inspired largely by the 
Pontiff’s outward evidences of vigor, as 
he was able to rise, walk, and command 
all his. faculties, but the consultation 
disclosed that these outward evidences of 
strength were entirely deceptive, a3 the 
real danger consisted in the gradual in- 
ternal progrcss of the insidious disease. 

The mere fact that there waé a consul- 
tation of physicians yesterday in itself 

ave rise to the gloomiest forebodings. 
Indeed, this was the first actual consul- 
tation, as the previous/ frequent meet- 
ings of the doctors were not regarded as 
formal consultations. Yesterday, how- 
ever, Dr. Rossini, the distinguished spe- 
cialist of the Paccelli school and the suc- 
cessor of Prof. Baccelli in thé General 
Clinic at Rome, was called in to a consul- 
tation lasting two hours, during which 
every phase 6f the patient’s case was 
minutely gone over. After a long con- 
ference on Wednesday night it had been 
decided that in case the Pone grew worse 
there shduld be a consultation at which 
at least one new doctor should be pres- 
ent. Both Dr. Mazzoni and Dr. Lapponi 
decided that under such conditions the 
physician whom they would prefer was 
Dr. Rossini. 

When a consultation was decided upon, 
Dr. Rossini being already in the ante- 
chamber, Dr. Lapponi cautiously in- 
formed the Pope that he had thought it 
better to ask the opinion and advice of 
another physician in view oi the phases 
of the disease being so variable. He 
added that nothing grave was the mat- 
ter, but that Dr. Mazzoni and himself, 
through conscientious scruples, wished to 
interrogate “heir colleague, Dr. Rossini. 
The Pope, who by that time had again 
fallen jinto a state of prostration from 
which he had been free for thirty-six 
hours, but whose intellect remained per- 
fectly lucid, understood, but received the 


news with serenity, saying he would be 
glad to see Dr. Rossini. The latter on 
entering the bedroom bowed to the Pon- 
tiff, saying that he was highly honored 
to visit him, and tried to encourage the 
sick man. The Pope answered him, but 
in a weak voice. 


EXAMINED BY DR. ROSSINI. 


Prof. Rossini went through the most 
careful examirc::on of the illustrious pa- 
tient, employing what is known as the 
Baccelli system. The Pope, as one feat- 


j ure of the investigation, was made to 


pronounce the Italian word ‘“\trenta-tre,” 
(thirty-thrée,) which in a tase where 
there is a badly acting heart, vitiated 
circulation, and serum in the pleura, to 
any one listening at the patient’s side 
presents a sotind as if the consonants 
had been dropped. The experiment, un- 
fortunately, proved not only the presence 
of fluid in the pleura, but its rapid aug- 
megtation, so that it already afflicted 
the patient with the same disturbances 
that were observed on Tuesday. 

Following the issuance of the evening 
bulletin the doctors freely expressed their 
personal conviction teadela the ex- 
treme gravity of the case. Dr. Lapponi 
said, without jqualification, that the 
patient’s condition was beyond hope. He 
did not expect a final collapse to-night, 
but rather a gradual sinking until the 
end came. How long the sufferer may 
last the doctors will not venture any 
prediction. Ordinary calculations, they 
say, fail to apply to this extraordinary 
case. One of them remarked to-day: 
“Here is a man almost a hundred years 
old retaining all his mental and most of 
his physical faculties and brayely com- 
bating the approach of death. Although 
the conditions change from hour to hour, 
the essential conditions of mental alert- 
ness and physical vigor continue un- 
broken. Never yet has there been the 
slightest lapse into incoherency.” } 

One,of the most remarkable features 
of the sickroom is the absolute simplicity 
and the entire absence of the usual 
elaborate equipment found in the sick- 
rooms of distinguished patients: There 
are no trained nurses, the only at- 
tendants besides the doctors being the 
Pope’s valets, Centra and De. Castro. 
The doctors are without a corps of as- 
sistants, and there are none of the mod- 
ern appliances for refrigeration and other 
means of ameliorating the condjtion of 
patients. © 


THE OFFICIAL BULLETINS,

POPE ACTIVE IN THE MORNING, 


Discussed Business with Cardinal 
Rampolla, and Insisted on 
Dressing Himself. 


ROME, July 9.—The Pope impatiently 
awaited this morning’s visit of the doctors. 
He asked Dr. Lapponi, ‘“* When will Maz- 
zoni come?” “Immediately,” was the 
answer, ‘“‘if your Holiness wishes.” 

“No,” said the Pontiff, “I merely de- 
sired to know the approximate time.” 

The Pope, on learning that Cardinal 
Rampolla desired to see him, received the 
Cardinal at 10 A. M. The Pontiff said he 
had seen with great pleasure how the 
Sacred College was interested in his per- 
son, and he was equally gratified at the 
maniféstations from the good people of 
Rome. 

After this, his Holiness spontaneously 
asked Cardinal Rampolla whether there 
were any urgent affairs to deal with, and 
the Secretary of State made a short sum- 
mary of the principal pending questions. 
The Pope interested himself in all of them, 
and, the conversation turning again to the 
Pontift’s condition, he said: 

“The weakness has always “been my 
greatest preoccupation.” 

Reet official at the Vatican said to- 
ay: 

“Pope Leo himself noticed at once on 
waking this morning that he was much re- 
freshed and stronger, and he sald with 
inimitable energy that he wanted to re- 
sume his ordinary life. He insisted on 
dressing himself almost entirely, and af- 
terward on walking to his usual armchair, 
where he sat down and, for the first ‘time 
since he became ill, went through his com- 
plete toilet arrangements. He was not 
satisfied untf® he had been shaved, his 
heard having grown quite long during ‘his 
sickness, after which, feeling his chin with 
his hand, he manifested great pleasure. 

“Dr. Lapponi showed his Holiness some 
of the telegrams which had reached him 
as the Pope's physician, including the mes- 
Sage from Mr. Cleary of Erie, Penn. The 
Pontiff was much satisfied, He said: 

“*The Americans have always sowed 
me more affection than any other people. 
I love them.’ 

“The Pontiff having expressed a desire 
to see the newspapers, and Dr. Lapponi 
wishing to prevent him from reading any 
of the alarming news which had appeared, 
even in the Clerical journals, had ia special 
edition of The Voce Della Verita, the Vat- 
{can paper, printed for the Pope, who was 
delighted at hearing it read to him.’’ 

The Pope this morning jokingly alluded 
to the amount of nourishment which was 
imposed upon him, and said: 

“TIT ought to grow fat, as I have never 
had in my life as much as I get now.” 

When the condition of the Pope presented 
such favorable symptoms this morfhing, fit¢ 
Holiness decided, after he had received 
Cardinal Rampolla, to receive also all the 
other Cardinals living in Rome, to the num- 
ber of about twenty-five. A special notice 
was sent to them calling them to the Vat- 
ican. Cardinals Oreglia, Gotti, and Della 
Volpe were received and had a short con- 
versation with his Holiness, but soon after- 
ward-the dangerous condition 6f the pa- 
tient developed, compelling Dr. Lapponi to 
stop the other receptions,

DEPUTATION FROM CARPINETO. 


The Pope Wanted to Receive the Peo- 
ple from His Beloved Birthplace. 


ROME, July 9.—A deputation arrived at 
the Vatican to-day from Carpineto, the 
birthplace of Pope Leo, the news of the 
Pontiff’s alarming condition having pene- 
trated to that obscure place, 

Carpineto is a little town among the 
Voscian Hills, with streets so narrow that 
two donkeys cannot pass each other, and 
an hour distant from any railway, but with 
a water supply and electric light, the for- 
mer the gift of Pope Leo, The village 
nourishes a species of worship for the 
Pope. 

The deputation penetrated as far as the 
ante-chamber of the Pontiff, who immedi- 
ately said he would receive them, but for 
once he gave way to the appeals of those 
around him, and sent instead his kindest 
wishes and benediction, 


The Rome correspondent of The London 
Standard recently sent an interesting let- 
ter on Pope Leo’s birthplace to his paper. 
He spoke of the weather in Rome, and 
quoted the Pope as saying: 
“This reminds me of my native mountain 
air, which I have not breathed in forty-two 
years, and, what is more, never shall again. 
Sometimes, in the garden here, I get a 
whiff from the pines which carries me in a 
moment back to Carpineto.” 
The correspondent went on to say: “ The 
Pontiff, indeed, ig quite justified in his 
loving regret for his birthplace, which is 
situated five miles distant from the rail- 
way, on a peak of the Lepini Mountains, 
and is surrounded by higher peaks, often 
snow-capped, making it a most picturesque\ 
spot, The village has about 56,000 inhab- 
itants, chiefly shepherds, who, although 
wretchedly poor, are strong and sturdy, and 
exceedingly proud of ‘our family.’ In fact, 
the Pecci Palace is the only building of any 
pretensiéns in the village, situated as it is 
on the highest ground overlooking the val- 
leys and hills. The interior is severe but 
comfortable, large halls opening one out of 
the other, hung with tapestry and family 
portraits, and furnished with antique furnt- 
ture, One little room, looking out over the 
valleys, is called ‘Camera di Monsignore,’ 
(Monsignor’s room,) which the Pope occu- 
pied on his last visit, in 1857, when plain 
Mgr. Pecci, and it reflects the simple tastes 
which he still retains so conspicuously.” 
Some time ago, as a sign of love for his 
birthplace, the Pope announced his inten- 
| tion of establishing in the parish a ‘“ Leo- 
nine Institute,’’ under the Benedictine 
monks, for the advancement of agriculture. 
The institute was cqgmpleted with large 
tracts of land and all necessary buildings, 
and accommodation for students. Mean- 
while, however, other a@visers had gained 
the Papal ear, and worket® on his Holi- 
ness’s love of learning, so that he changed 
«his mind, and turned the institute into « 
college, where the clergy may perfect them- 
selves in the higher studies, under the 
Jesuits, The disappointmént was intense, 
and everything was done to induce the Pope 
| to carry out the original idea, ‘as,’ the 
i people said, “‘we need bread, and the clergy 
awe quite learned enough.”’ 

The college has\200 rooms, The chapel 
has been beautifully fitted up, the Pope 
sending for it two of his jubilee presents, 





the so-called.‘' Ratisbon. altar,’ given him 
by the town of that name, and the chimes 
cast in Coventry. 


POPE DISCUSSES HIS TOMB. 

ROME, July 9.—Pope Leo in the last few 
@ays has given attention to the details of 
his final resting place. It is well known 
that he has discussed his testamentary dis- 
positions and expressed his wishes as to 
the place and manner of his funeral. 

Shortly before he was taken ill the Pontiff 
repeated to Cardinal Satolli his desire to 
be “buried in the Church of St. John La- 
teran. The spot he designated is on the 
left of the apse above the entrance to the 
sacristy, corresponding to the opposite 
niche in which is the monument erected by 
himself in 1891 to Pope Innocent III. 

It is said that a statue of Pope Les, form- 
ing part of the monument, has already 
been made, In other respects the tomb will 
resemble that of Innocent III., consisting 
of a sarcophagus with a bas relief, two 
niches, two statues, and two medallions, 


DEATH OF MGR. VOLPINI. 


He Was Appointed Secretary of the 
’ Consistorial Congregation Only 
Five Days Ago. 


\ ROME, July 9.—Mgr. Volpini, who was 
stricken with syncope yesterday, died early 
this morning shortly after the doctors in 
attendance had announced that all hope of 
saving his life had been abandoned. 

The case of Mgr. Volpini has. attracted 
much attention, not only because of his 
office of Secretary of the Consistorial Con- 
gregation, to which he had just been ap- 
pointed by Pope Leo, but also on account 
of the manner in which he was seized by 
his: fatal illness. It is hardly possible to 
describe the sensation and emotion which 
prevailed at the Vatican when his death 
Was announced. 

From the moment he was stricken and 
fell to the floor, Mgr. Volpini lost the 
power of speech and the use of the en- 
tire right side of his body, and he was 
apparently unconscious when he died. It 
has heen ascertained that the cause of 
Geath was cerebral congestion. 

Great care was taken to keep the news 
of Mgr. Volpini’s illness and death from 
the Pope. Orders were given that the 
bells of the Vatican and St. Peter's should 
not be tolled for the dead official, since it 
would disciose the death to his Holiness, 

It was at first feared that it would be 
necessary to inform the Pontiff in order 
that Mgr, Volpini’s successor might be 
nominated, but after discussion by the 
Vatican authorities it was decided that the 
precedents admitted of the nomination of 
a Comsistorial Secretary without the inter- 
vention of the Pope. The chief importance 
of the position is at the time of a conclave, 
so that if it is considered essential to fill 
Mer, Volpini’'s place the Cardinal Camer- 
lengo will designate a Secretary of the Con- 
sistory. This procedure will permit of the 
news of Mgr. Volpini’s geath being with- 
held from the Pope indefinitely. 

The sarcastic humor of the Romans re- 
vealg itself even at this solemn and sad 

“moment, The remark has been heard that 
Pope Leo, not satisfied with having killed 
ali the Cardinals created by his prede- 
cessor, except Cardinal Oreglia, and over 
100 of those created by himself, now begins 
to kill those to be created by his successor. 


It has been said that Mgr. Volpini was 
one of the most beloved by Pope Leo of ail 
the high Church officials. Until] five days 
ago he was Secretary of Letters to Princes, 
but on July 5 his appointment to the ‘m 
portant post of Secretary of the Consistorial 
Congregation was announced, and two days 
later the Pope, in spite of his ilimess, in- 
sisted on giving orders for the preparation 
of the brief appointing Mgr. Volpini to his 
new post. The position was vacant because 
of the elevation of Mgr. Nocella to the 
Cardinalate. 

The Secretary of the Consistorial Con- 
gregation is the one man who holds such a 
position as to be sure to profit by the elec- 
tion of a new Pope, if the usual custom 
is observed. On the death of a Pope the 
Secretary of State ceases to exercise his 
official functions, which are immediately 
assumed by the Secretary of the Consis- 
torial Congregation. 

In the conclave, when a new Pope is 
elected the Secretary of the Conststorial 
Congregation kneels before the Pontiff and 
offerg to him the white zucchetto, (small 
cap,) the emblem of Papal dignity. The 
Pope, according to custom, removes sti. 
red zucchetto, (the emblem of the dignity 
of Cardinal,) puts the white cap on his 
head, and puts the red cap on the head 
of the kneeling Monsignor, as a sign that 
the latter will soon be created a Cardinal. 

On the election of Leo XIII. the new 
Pontiff did not follow the accepted custom. 
The Secretary of the Consistorial Congrega- 
tion was Mgr. Lasagni, and the Pope, in- 
stead of placing the red zucchetto on La- 
sagni's head, put it in his own pocket. 
Lasagni waited three years before he was 
made a Cardinal, the Pope's action being 
regarded as a protest against the introduc- 
tion of politics into the choice of a Secre- 
tary of the Consistorial Congregation. In 
the case of Mgr. Volipini, however, it is 
almost certain that he would have been 
the first Cardinal c.ieated by the successor 
of Leo XIII. 

Mer. Volpini was celebrated for his mas- 
tery of Latin and his polished style in that 
language. his ability in this Girection being 
greatly appreciated by Pope Leo. 


THE FLOOD OF TELEGRAMS. 


It Would Require a Fortune to An- 
swer Them —“ Infallible Rem- 
edies " Sent to the Vatican. 


ROME, July 9,-—If there are real martyrs 
at the Vatican they are Profs. Lapponi 
and Mazzgoni, who are inundated with let- 
ters and telegrams from the four quarters 
of the earth, imploring them to save their 
iMustrious patient, who is se necessary to 
the Church and the world. Unknown 
names rub elbows with those of world- 
wide celebrity, Some of the senders of 
dispatches ask for telegraphic news two 
or three times a day, private secretary 
and a large fortune would be required to 
answer them all, which the eminent pro- 
fessore certainly have no intention of do- 
ing. 

Admirers of Pope Leo are sending “ in- 
fallible remedies,” which they say would 
be sure to save the Pontiff's life. An 
American has sent what he describes as 
an extraordinary nutritive Mquid whicn 
would restore the dying to health. A South 
American has sent a hemorrhoidal un- 
guent in a very rich flask. Besides these 
there are prescriptions from druggists and 
offers already to embalm the Pontiff. Oth- 
ers offer to make death masks, some want 
to paint pictures of Pope Leo, and one 
writer even offers to impart the secret of 
yetrifying the body into a statue to be of- 
fered to the Pope's nephews. 

Besides the inquiries from al! the reign- 
ing sovereigns, there were receivd at the 
Vatiean to-day sympathetic messages from 
the Count of Flanders, the Duke and Duch- 
ess Paul of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, the In- 
fanta, Isabella, Count Caserta, (pretender 
tu the kingdom of the Two Sicilies,) Grand

Cardinal Gibbons gailed on La Touraine 
yesterday for France, with his secretary, 
Father Garvan. 

“T really cannot say anything of my de- 
parture,” said the Cardinal to the news- 
paper men who pressed around him as he 
was attending to some final messages in 
the parlor of his suite on board. 

‘““My movements will depend entirely 
upon the werd that I receive on the other 
side. If the Holy Father is then alive, I 
shali go on my vacation, keeping in touch, 
of course, with Rome. If the Holy Father 
has died before I reach France, I shall go 
immediately to Rome to take part in the 
election,” 

The Cardinal said that he was not at 
liberty to’state the nature of the com- 
munication he had received from Cardinal 
Rampolla, in response to which he was 
starting for Europe at this time. Nor would 
he say anything about the/election of a 
Pope in the event of Pope Leo’s death. 

The fifteen minutes immediately preced- 
ing the departure of La Touraine Cardinal 
Gibbons spent in promenading the deck 
with Michael Jenkins of Baltimore, who 
had aceompanied him to New York, and 
Joseph and Benjamin Keiley of Brooklyn, 
at whose house he spent Wednesday night. 
Several times in his course he was stopped 
by groups of people desiring to do the cus- 
tomary homage of kissing his great seal 
ring, and now and again he paused to ac- 
knowledge-the tows of fellow-passengers 
who recognized his rank by the bright 
crimson cap and vestment denoting the 
Cardinal's office.

HISTORIC FEUD RECALLED. 

ROME, July 9.—The historic strife be- 
tween the noble families of Colonna and 
Orsini has been recalled by the illness of 
the Pope. In the'hope of ending this an- 
cient family hostility, it has been the prac- 
tice to designate the head of each house as 
a Prince Assistant to the Pontifical throne, 
these two positions being the highest lay 
honors in the gift of the Pope. At the cor- 
onation of a new Pontiff, the two Princes 
stand on either side of hig Holiness. 

The head of the Colonna family, Don 
Marco Antonio Colonna, is a Prince Assist- 
ant, but the Orsini family is temporarily 
unrepresented in this high dignity, Don 
Filippo Orsini_having resigned in favor of 
his son, Don Domenico, Prince of Solofra, 
and the latter's nomination not having yet 
been confirmed. : 

The Orsinis are thus without representa- 


tion; and this circumstance constitutes an 
interesting historical curiosity.

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HEAT LEADS TO ARREST 
OF A POST OFFICE EMPLOYE. 


Foreman at South Chicago Station 
Loosened His Belt, and Stolen 
Letter Dropped Out.

CHICAGO, July %.—Heat to-day proved 
the undoing of John F. Doolittle, foreman 
in the South Chicago postal station, who 
has been arrested for the theft of letters 
from the mails.

JUDGE PARKER RETURNS | ELECTION CHARGES: DROPPED. 


Speaks Enthusiastically of the 
People of the South. 


Nobody There Tried to Talk Politics to 
Him, He Says—Norman E. Mack 
Interviews Him. 


For less than an hour yesterday. Chief 
Judge Alton B. Parker of the State Court 
of Appeals was in this city, on his way to 
his Hudson Valley home from his trip in 
the South. Arriving early in the ‘ay on 
the Savannah Line steamer City of Mem- 
phis, accompanied by Mrs. Parker, he re- 
mained on board the steamer almost all 
the time while waiting for the Tiudson 
River sternmer Mary Powell to take them 
up to thcir home at Esopus, in Ulster 
County. During -the short time he was 
eshore he visited a barber and bouotbluck 
and had a short talk with Norman E. 
Mack, the editor of The Buffalo Times 
and the Democratic National Commiuttee- 
man from ihis State. 

“The people of the South gave me a re- 
ception that I never will forget,’’ remarked 
the Judge before he boarded the Mary 
Powell at the foot of West Twenty-second 
Street in the afternoon, “ and I have come 
home with the pleasantest of memories of 
their section of the country. There was ab- 
so!utely no political significance to my trip, 
and from the very start the people of the 
South were thoughtful and considerate of 
my desires in that respect. Throughout the 
entire trip the newspapers refrained from 
trying to interview me on political mat- 
ters, and none of the people with whom I 
came in contact referred to politics in any- 
thing save the most general way. 

‘During the three days’ session of the 
Bar Association, which was at Tallula 


' 
Falls, I was much impressed with the gen- 
eral high standing of the attorneys whose 
acquaintance I made. The papers read were 
of a very high character, and in full keep- 
ing with the long-standing reputation of 
the State of Georgia for the high intellect- 
suality of its bar. Certainly the members 
deserve their reputation. The men did 
everything they possibly could to make 
pleasant the visit of Mrs. Parker and my- 
self, and they impressed upon us most 
strongly the fact that in the South every 
man is a born gentleman. 

** During our return trip, when we arrived 
in Savannah, although we were unan- 
nounced, Mrs. Parker and I were met at 
the railroad station by the Judge of the 
Superior Court and other citizens, and a 
breakfast was awaiting us. Only a few 
hours were allowed us in Savannah before 
our steamer sailed, but the time was made 
especiaNy pleasant, the ladies of the city 
even going so far as to arrange plans for 
the entertainment of Mrs. Parker. All of 
these things naturally impressed us in thy 
pleasantest fashion and endeared us both 
to the South. As for the weather there,” 
and here the Judge smiled, ‘‘ how can you 
talk about Southern heat when you have 
this sort of weather to greet us/in New 
York? As a matter of fact it was cooler 
in Savannah than it is here now.” 

On the way home Judge and Mrs. Parker 
stopped at Old Point Comfort for a day.

OF DEATH OF COL. BEST. 


Patient Became Unconscious After 
Hypodermic Injection—Embalmer . 
to Explain. 


SAN RAFAEL, Cal., July 9.—The author- 
ities of Marin County are thoroughly inves- 
tigating the death of Col. William J. Best, 
which occurred here in April. Minnie Meg- 
hetti, who was a servant in the Woods fam- 
ily, with whom Col. Best lived at the time, 
stated that she saw Dr. Woods give Best a 
hypodermic injection. Shortly afterward he 
became unconscious and never regained his 
senses. This, she ‘said, happened about 
April 2. 

Coroner Sawyer, in whose office the body 
was embalmed, could not say whether any 
of the organs had been removed, as his dep- 
uty attended to the case. The latter. when 
questioned, said that when the proper time 
arrived, he would tell all he knew about the 
embalming. 


NEWARK, N. J., July 9.—What steps will 


be taken by the authorities here in the case 
of Col. Best, whose body was exhumed at 
Caldwell last night, will depend on the ac- 
tion of the California authorities, who, it is 
said, have delayed issuing warrants pending 
the resuit of the autopsy. 

The report that traces of poles had been 
found the body was denied by Dr, Bald- 
win, who declared that he had made no 
preliminary or other test, and that an 
analysis would take six or seven days.

Put your- 
self in your employer’s place and do the 
kind of work for him that you would ex- 
pect an employe to do for you. ‘Do unto 
others as‘ you would have them do unto 
you” is a mighty good motto for you to 
follow. 

“You must strive to make yourself the 
very best kind of an American. Be loyal 
and patriotic citizens, Many of you come 
from Russia. Remember that such a crime 
as that at Kishineff could not. be commit- 
ted under the Stars and Stripes. This is a 


great country, and you are expected to do 
your part in making it greater.”’ 

When Mr. Solomons concluded, Mr, Yal- 
dén delivered the diplomas and prizes. Mr.

STEEL INDUSTRY PROSPECTS. 


Facts Which Indicate That They Are 
Most Encouraging. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PIT“SBURG, Penn., July 9.—Bessemer 
steel billets are assuming their natural 
yiace in the market. Owing to the demand 
ior steel billets, and the inability of the 
mills to produce enough for consumption 
during the past few years, the price of 
Fillets has been greater than that of fin- 
ished standard-sized steel rails. While 
rails have been consistently quoted at $28 
rer ton, billets have been selling as high 
as $82 per ton. These have gradually de- 
ciined in price to $28 and $29 per ion, at 
which price they are now offered in good 
quantity for fairly prompt delivery. This 
has caused alarm. Billets never shouid have 
sold at a higher price than steel rails, it is 
<«laimed, because these can be made from 
#2 to $4 per ton cheaper than finished rails. 

With the price of pig iron at $19.00 per 
ton at Pittsburg, the normal price of billets 
should be about $24 to $25 per ton. At that, 
with a profit of from $9 to $10 per ton 
on pig iron, it only costs an additionul dol- 
sar or two to smelt the pig iron and roll it 
into billets. There is a profit of at least 
$14 per ton on billets. Last year there was 
a decided decline in the demand for nails, 
sheets, tin plates, and other light steel 
rroducts. This Summer the demand is 
prester than that of Jast year, and there is 

ome talk of advancing prices on nai!s and 
sheets. It is said, however, that this will 
not be done. The foreign market lies open 
to the manufacturers of light products any 
time they want to export material, and it 
can be done at a profit. 

There are more than 600,000 tons of steel 
rails ordered for 1904 at $28 per ton. The 
Plate and structural mills have orders to 
zun every mill in the country to the close 
o* the year. Owing to the continuous run 
at a forced gait since 1901, many mills are 
#0 crippled that they are compelled to shut 
down for repairs. But as soon as the

John A. C. Mason of Baltimore Sued for 
Bets Made and Lost at Brook- 
lyn Jockey Club. 


John A. C. Mason, said to be a member 
of the Baltimore Club, known in New York 
club circles as a man who dressed unusu- 
ally well and spent money recklessly, is a 
judgment debtor because of bets he is 
alleged to have made and lost at the race 
track, Several bookmakers and others, who 
allege that Mr, Mason owes them collect- 
ively on wagers lost something like $3,000, 
placed their claims in the hands of Ran- 
dolph M. Newman, an attorney at 271 
Broadway. He brought suit on May 29 on 
behalf of A. L. Dahlman, a clubhouse com- 
missioner of the Brooklyn Jockey Club, for 
$840 lost to him in bets made by defendant 
during four racing days. Dahiman assigned 
his claim to James A. Cantor, who obtained 


judgment for $912, including interest and 
costs, 

It is the claim of the prosecution that 
Mason was regularly introduced to the 
clubhouse commissioner as entitled to the 
privileges of the club, which gave him the 
proper credit with the layers of odds, 
so that in the event of the judgment 
against Mr. Mason not being satisfied the 
member who introduced Mason will be held 
responsible for his debts. 

The remarkable thing about the record 
of bets he made was the regularity with 
which he chose losing horses. On June 11, 
1902, the beginning of his playing, he lost 
on six straight races, his total loss for the 
day being $675. His first bet was for $200 
on Roue, and his last for $50 on Aster, sup- 
posedly still running. 

He met with the same bad luck on the 
two succeeding days, although his betting 
Was not quite so heavy, and a couple of 
his choices managing to “ show.” On June 
14 he played one race, the fourth, betting 
$100 on Pentecost to win, which he did not 
do, and the same amounts on “ place "’ and 
“to show.” Pentecost came second, and 
Mason was $200 winner for the day, a sum 
which he did not seek to collect. This de- 
ducted from the $1,040 which he had pre- 
viously lost, left him, according to Dahl- 
man, his debtor in the sum of $840. In the 
meantime Dahiman has not seen Mason. 


CHARGED WITH MANY CRIMES.

Bears Forced to Cover by Big Advances |

The tables were turned yesterday on the 
bears, who have been having things their 
own way on the Cotton Exchange for the 
last three days or so, Shortly after the 
noon hour there was a rally, which sent 
prices kiting, and drove the bears to cover.

DEFENSES TO LIBEL SUITS. 


Justice Giegerich Orders That Specific 
Statements, Not an Entire Article, 
Must Be Attacked. 


The defense in libel actions has been 
much simplified by a decision of Justice 
Giegerich of the Supreme Court, in ordering 
Solon J. Viasto to point out by amended 
complaint the specific items he claims as 
false and defamatory in his long com- 
plaint to recover $50,000 damages from 
Polymoro & Ringa, proprietors of the 
Greek Hotel, 30 East Forty-second Street. | 
They are charged with inspiring an article | 
which appeared in Town Topics regarding 
Viasto. 

That article stated that Viasto had posed 
as a descendant of the Byzantine Em- 
perors, as the Duke of Euxino, and as 
Count Viasto, and that he has become 
a distinguished guest of Mrs. Everett M. 
Culvér, draughter of Senator Clark of Mon- 
tana. It told of an alleged trip in the com- 
pany of Dr, and Mrs. Culver, which Vliasto 
had made through the West in the private 
car of Senator Clark. 

The complaint, as has been the practice 


in bel actions, introduced the article with 
the statement™that the defendants had 
matter 
contained in it. Sometimes a column or 
more of an article, containing much that 
is not libelous or doubtfully so, is thrust 
at defendants in the same way, and in 
order to prove the truth as a defense, in- 
terminable work is sometimes required to 
look up all the statements of fact in the 
article, so as to prevent surprise at the 
trial] in having stress laid on an apparently 
unimportant statement in the article before 
a jury as defamatory. 

n order to prevent a search for evidence 
of the truth of many statements in the ar- 
ticle, the defendants moved _ through 
Charles Maitland Beattie, their counsel, 
for an order that Vlasto be compelled to 
state definitely what he would depend upon 
at the trial as defamatory. It was shown 
to the court that unless such an order was 
made the defendants would have to look 
up such statements as the plaintiff was | 
born in Syria, described in the article as 
an island of “ goats, wild asses, and wild 
cats,’’ whether Viasto had posed under dif- 
ferent titles in, his trip through the West 
with the Culvefs, whether he bore lawfully 
any titles from Greece, and whether he is 
of pleasing address and linguistic ability, 
all of which were in th® article generally 
introduced as false and defamatory. 

Under the decision of Justice Giegerich 
a defendant will know definitely what he |

NEW HAVEN ROAD TO RAISE 


NEW ENGLAND COAL PRICES. 


Has Demanded Readjustment of Freight 
Schedules of Other Roads to In- 
crease Ite Earnings. 


Representatives of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford, the Pennsylvania, 
the Reading, the Jersey Central, and the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad Company will 
meet to-day to patch up a misunderstand- 
ing which has arisen out of the demands 
of the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford for a readjustment of the anthracite 
eoal freight rate schedule. As a result of 
this misunderstanding not a ton of coal 
which belonged to those roads has been 
moved for more than three days over the 
lines of the Consolidated by way of Mott 
Haven. 

The New Haven line management has 
been entertaining the idea for some time 
that the road should get more money for 
hauling anthracite coal shipped originally 
by the other roads to New Bngland points 
by way of Mott Haven. Most of this coal 
goes to the smaller New England towns, 
and some of it goes to Boston, though 
most of the coal for that city is sent by 
way of boat. The New Haven managers 
also thought that more coal for Boston 
should be shipped by train in order to in- 
crease the earnings of the system. 

The New Haven line heretofore has been 
existing mainly on its passenger traffic, 
but when a new Freight Traffic Manager 
was appointed more than a year ago he set 

about looking for means to increase the 
earnings in his department. It is under- 

stood that the present dispute is an out- 
growth of this activity. 

After the New Haven had decided that 
it ought to get better rates for carrying 


the coal, it sent word to the Hrie and 
Ontario and Western Rallroads to readjust 
their schedules by gg oe Newturg, which 
is the route to New England points used 
by those two roads. The Erie and Ontario 
and Western did as they were requested, 
and the New Haven then served notice on 
the other lines that they must rivise their 


; Schedules to make them conform to the 


new schedules of the other roads, and that 


| this revision must be completed by July 6, 
| Otherwise the New Haven would 


not ac- 
cept any more coal from the lines men- 
tioned. When the other lines received this 
notice they considered it abepely too per- 
emptory in tone, and they sent back word 
that they would make no changes without 
a conference, and that they could not get 
up the schedules within the time given to 
them under any circumstances. Therefore 
they would be forced to discontinue the 
shipment of coal to New England. 

The new tariffs are, it is understood, so 
arranged as to not only give the New 
Haven better rates for its service, but also 
so as to increase the rates to all points 
where there is a, great demand for coal, 
while to other points where the demand 
is slack the rates have been reduced, in 
order to encourage consumption. It was ex- 
plained yesterday that the increase in the 
rates for the benefit of the New Haven is 
not paid by the other roads, but by the 
consumer of the coal,

OLD CHESAPEAKE CANAL. 


B. and O. and Pennsylvania Interests 
Will Block Attempts of Goulds 
to Control It, 


Special to The New York Times. 

BALTIMORE, July 9.—The Pennsylvania 
and the Baltimore and Ohio Railroads are 
prepared to block and prevent any attempt 
by the Goulds to secure the old Chesapeake 
and Ohio Canal for use as a roadbed for the 
Wabash from Cumberland, Md., to Wash- 
ington, D. C. Surviving Trustees of the 
bondholders of 1844 now operate the canal, 
Two of these Trustees are Baltimore and 
Ohio officials, an dthat eompany largely 
controls the canal. 

Although the State of Maryland has 
thirty millions tied up in the canal, it now 
has no voice in its control. It cannot se- 
cure a sale, under order of the Court of 
Appeals, until 1906, the expiration of period 
of the Trusteeship. If the Trustees would 
agree to join with the State and ask for 
a sale, this would change things, but such 
a move is not probable, If it was done, it 
would force ‘the Baltimore and Ohio and 
the Pennsylvania Railroad to outbid the 
Goulds' Western Maryland. 

A sale of the property is only feasible by 
consent of all parties concerned in litiga- 
tion, in which it has for years been sub- 
merged, The State of Maryland surrendered 
its.control of the property when it walved 
its lien in favor of the vena’ bonds of 1844, 
These bonds are controlled by Baltimore 
and Ohio interests, having been bought up 
with the evident purpose of lodging the 
eentrol of the canal in the hands of the 
railroad, to which it might some time in the 
future become a menace by passing to own- 
ers who would be antagonistic to the 
Baltimore & Ohio, 


TO MANAGE RUTLAND ROAD. 


Executive Committee to Take Over the 
Duties of President Webb. 


An Executive Committee has been ap- 
pointed to take charge of the affairs of the 
Rutland Railroad, W. Seward Webb, Pres- 
ident of the road, is in Europe in search of 
health, and it is understood that his ab- 
sence may be a prolonged one.

LAMAR COACHMAN ATTACKED. 


Man Who Refused to Catch Mrs. La- 
mar’s Dog and Who Was Arrested. 
Mysteriously Beaten. 


LONG BRANCH, N. J., July 9.—Three 
men made a desperate assaut on James 
McMann, a coachman, on Briadway this 
morning. He was badly beaten about the 
head, and left im an unconscious condi- 
tion. His assailants escaped in a carriage 
that they had in waiting. 

McMann says he believes the men were 
hired to kill him. He was formerly em- 
ployed by David Lamar of New York, 
whom he is accused of assaulting. He 
brought.a counter suit against Mr. Lamar, 
and the hearing was to have been held this 
morning, but Mr. Lamar did not appear. 

The trouble between Mr. Lamar and his 
coachman occurred on Wednesday of last 
week. It is said that Mrs, Lamar was driv- 
ing when her dog jumped from the car- 
riage into the roadway. She ordered Mc- 
Mann to catch the dog and he refused. 

When Mr. Lamar arrived from New 
York in the evening his wife told him about 
the coachman’s conduct, and he claims 
that when he went to the stable to repri- 
mand him the coachman assaulted him. 


GOV. DURBIN INTERFERES. 


Puts a Stop to Proposed Immediate 
Trial of the Negro Brown 
at Evansville. 


EVANSVILLE, July 9.—Gov. Durbin late 
last night, upon learning that Judge Rasch 
had ordered the negro, Lee Brown, brought 
back here for immediate trial, telegraphed 
that he would not allow the prisoner to be 
taken from the State institution at this 
time. He doubted if a fair trial could be 
secured now, and under the present condi- 
tions it would be too dangerous for the 
prisoner to be brought here. Judge Rasch 
immediately on receipt of the Governor's 
order wired Sheriff Kratz to return without 
the prisoner. He said the trial would be 
postponed indefinitely. In his telegram 
to Judge Rasch, Gov. Durbin said: 

I decline to sanction an arrangement whereby 
the negro, Lee Brown, is to be tried immediately 
at Evansville under the military forces of the 
State. My information, obtained from medical 
officers of the State Reformatory, is that the 
risoner is suffering from severe and possibly 
atal gunshot wounds, However heinous the 
crime or seemingly clear the guilt, he is entitled 
under the most sacred tenets of our jurisprudence 
to a hearing, which he cannot have in the very 
nature of things until he is sufficJently recovered 
to make a defense, if he has one. 

No grounds should be given for the suspicion 
that even a guilty man has been railroaded to 
the gallows to satisfy public sentiment or that 
the civil authorities have been influenced to the 
determination of their courge by the demon- 
stration of the lawless. I do not wish, by con- 
senting to the programme suggested, to confess to 
the world that in the second city of Indiana the 
law has not been enforced in ah orderly manner 
without the presence of troops. Nor do I desire 
to compromise for a moment with the mob spirit, 

Let this man be tried as speedily as his con- 
dition will permit under the safeguard prescrbed 
by our laws. If guilty, he will pay the penalty 
of murder with his life. If at any stage of the 
procedure it shall appear that there are those 
in your city who desire to deprive it of its ef- 
forts to exercise the function conferred by the 
people, then the State will be ready to give fy- 
ther demonstration of its disposition and its 
ability to do with rioters as they deserve. 

It is probable that the troops will be sent 
back home td-morrow night unless excite- 


ment should be aroused by the funerals of 
the four victims of Monday night's catas- 
trophe, which will be held to-day. The 
tenth death from Monday night's shootin 
occurred to-night.

flooded and is considered one of the most 
menacing spots in the village and is 
avoided after dark by all but the most 
daring and foolhardy, 

It is estimated that each mosquito in the 
village has — by about 200 in the 
last ten days, a there are in consequence 
several mosquités about. The work of cut- 
ting down weeds and filling up nds and 
sprinkling others with oil is being prose- 
cuted with fevérish haste. 

Some people have been saying unkind 
things about the oil lately, claiming that 
it attracts the mosquitos instead of repelling 
them. The defenders of the oil treatment 
say that this is quite true, and that the 
mosquitos like it so much that they “ fill 
up and bust.’’ his is in a measure proved 
by the fact that large numbers are found 
entrapped in the oil barrels that form the 
arsenal of the anti-mosquito forces. The 
crusaders think they will be able to control 
the situation again in a few days. 


Killed in Electric Power House. 
Wilbur Veale of 592 Bainbridge Street, 
Brooklyn, an electrician, was shocked to 
death yesterday in the Brooklyn Rapid 


Transit Company’s power house, at Third 


Avenue and Second Street. It was said 
that fully 6,000 volts of electricity passed 
through his body. Veale, who was employed 
by the Westinghouse Company, was at 
work on the third floor of the power house 
making a connection with ‘a high-tension 
switch, when he slipped and fell. His foot 
came in contact with a “live”’ wire.

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WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 

We assume that it is not the desire or 
the purpose of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion to provide campaign material for the 
use of Tammany in the Mayoralty con- 
test this Fall. We assume, also, that the 
District Attorney’s office ig not engaged 
in works tending to promote the success 
of the Tammany candidate. But we ob- 
serve that Mr. Grorcp L. Duvat, Chair- 
man of the Merchants’ Association Com- 
mittee on-Water Supply. furnished to the 
press-for publication yesterday morn- 
ing a statement concerning the charges 
against the Aqueduct Commissioners 
from which we make the extract here 
printed: 

Every effort Was exerted to get the Mayor 
to take the matter up, for in that case he 
could take cognizance of all charges. The 
most that he could be urged to do was to 
refer certain engineering questions at 
Jerome Park to the Burr commission, hang- 
ing up the most essential charges in the 
meantime. In the Burr commission these 
engineering questions have been tied up for 
nearly five months, while the Mayor reas- 
sures the public by a proclamation that the 
Aqueduct Commission is fulfilling its duties 
in a painstaking, conscientious, and intelli- 
gent manner. 

lf instead of seeking to suppress our 
charges through the appointment of Com- 
missioner Curtis or through publishing his 
offhand encomiums of the Aqueduct Com- 
trission, the Mayor had exercised the power 
so plainly vested in him, the case against 
the Aqueduct Commissioners would be pre- 
sented in its entirety, and this extra delay 
and trouble saved. I think the Mayor has 
clearly failed to perform his duty. 

District Attorney JEROME is at pains 
to point out that “‘ the Mayor, who is ex- 
officio a member of the Aqueduct Com- 
mission, refused to hear these charges, 
which seem to be daily grewing stronger 
as witnesses are éxamined ”; and as the 
Mayor “ refused even to entertain these 


charges, if they are sustained and if evi- 
dence seems incontrovertible of crimi- 
nality on the part of the Commissioners, 
it certainly would provide campaign ma- 
terial for the enemies of the Mayor.” 
The inquiry into the charges preferred 
by the Merchants" Association against 
the Aqueduct Commissioners is proceed- 
ing in special session before Justice 
Mayer. It is not a public proceeding. 


Justice Mayer said on Thursday that he 
would send to jail any one connected 
with the investigation who revealed any 
of the testimony given. But the come 
ments of Mr. DuVAL and of the District 
Attorney must be considered unjustified 


and improper unless they have -knowl- 
edge that the charges are proved and 
that Justice MAYER will so find, We do 
not think they have that knowledge. 
Lacking it, the statemenis they make to 
the public press are manifestly untimely 
and unwarranted. 


It is true that the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion months ago laid these charges before 
the Mayor, and it is true that he did not 
put the Commissioners on trial. But the 
accusation that he neglected his duty, 
that he paid no attention to the charges, 
is outrageous. The Merchants’ Associa- 
tion attempted to instruct the Mayor as 
to the law. ‘They told him he had power 
to remove the Commissioners. The Cor- 
poration Counsel advised him that he had 
no such power, and the reiteration of the 
aesociation’s opinion as io the law has 
evoked from Mr. RivgEs a very clear and 
convincing statement, which we printed 
yesterday morning, showing that the re- 
vised charter has taken from the Mayor 
the power of removal. The Mayor did ap- 
point the Burr Commission of engineer- 
ing experts to inquire into the progress 
of the work. That commission has not 
yet reported, and is almost daily the sub- 
ject of angry importuning from the sup- 
porters of the present charges. We shall 
probably hear next that Mr. Burr and 
his associates have “neglected their 
duty,"" but it may be said at once that 
their report will carry more weight with 
the public than the testimony of the 
witnesses before Justice MarprR, many of 
whom can hardly be free from prejudice 
in respect to matters over which a heated 
engineering controversy has long raged. 

Mr. DuVaL appears to charge the May- 
or with attempting to bribe the Mer- 
chants’ Association. That is all we can 
make out of his allusion to the appoint- 
ment of Commissioner CUKTIs, who was 
one of the workers of the association. 
On reflection, and particularly after a 
fuller inquiry ingo the circumstances of 
this appointment, we are convinced that 
Mr, Dyvat will regret the language he 
has used. There was abundant room for 
twd.opinions as to the merit of the 
charges laid before the Mayor by the 
Merchants’ Association. Men in a posi- 
tion to speak with authority on the sub- 
Sect have declared that the Mayor acted 
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wisely in not beginning at once the pro- 
ceedings demanded, There are a great 
many persons in this town whd have no 
confidence in statements and charges 
based upon the investigations and re- 
ports of Mr, Ds Brerarp, the chief in- 
vestigator of ‘the Merchants” Association. 
Very likely there has been careless work, 
there may have been waste,and extrava- 
gance. But in advance of proof, it is an 
evident impropriety to attack the Mayor 
precisely as if bad Work, waste, extrav- 
agance, and corruption had already been 
demonstrated. 

Is it possible that an attempt is being 
made to turn the proceedings against the 
Aqueduct Commission into a campaign 
to prevent the renomination of Mayor 
Low? 


A NEW JERSEY PLOT. 


The apathy of the average American 
citizen, when called upon to vote on con- 
stitutional amendments, is notorious. As 
a rule.it is difficult to acquaint the pub- 
lic with the nature of proposed changes 
and their effects upon established legal 
procedures. or political customs. So the 
number of votes cast on constitutional 
amendments is usually far below the nor- 
mal voting strength of a given district. 

But what shall be said when a delib- 
erate plot is employed to increase the 
difficulties naturally serious enough to 
keep voters from expressing their views 
on constitutional amendments? 

This has never been done before in the 
history of New Jersey, but there is 
strong evidence that a shrewd trick has 
been resorted to in order to render cer- 
tain the adoption of important amend- 
ments to the Constitution of that State 
at the special election to be held on Sept. 
22, 1908. Although the law providing for 
the submission of these amendments to 
the people has been passed upon by two 
Legislatures, the trick was not discovered 
until recently, The Daily True American 
of Trenton being the first paper to expose 
the plot, on June 29 last. Several prom- 
inent Senators of New Jersey) were as- 
tounded when the nature of the law 
which they had vated for was explained 
to them. Shrewd lawyers unwittingly 
passed over the part of the law in 
which the device was concealed—utterly 
unconscious of the serious consequences 
of the measure. 

The proposed amendments will radi- 
cally alter either the constitution, or the 
jurisdiction, or both, of the following 
courts: The Court of Brrors and Ap- 
peals, the Supreme Court, the Circuit 
Courts, the Courts of Common Pleas, the 
Court of. Chancery, and the Court of 
Pardons. 

Although the expense of maintaining 
the present judiciary system of New Jer- 
sey is greater than that of nearly every 
other State in the Union, the proposed 
changes will materially enhance that ex- 
pense. ‘ 

No intelligent citizen needs to be told 
that absolute fairness and high-minded- 
ness should characterize legislation deal- 
ing with the whole judiciary system of a 
great State. From this field, if any- 
where, juggling politics should be rigidly 
excluded. How have the framers of the 
statutory enactments dealing with these 
amendments performed their sacred 
duty? 

The following are the legislative direc- 
tions for voting on the proposed amend- 
ments: 

If you are in favor of all the amend- 
ments, vote the ticket, as printed, without 


change; if you desire to vote against any 
particular amendment, write’ the word 
against: on the margin of the ballot op- 
posite such amendment; if you do not de- 
sire to vote for or against any particular 
amendment, draw a line or lHnes through 
such amendment; use either black ink or 
pencil. that writes black. ° 


Such is the cunning device which has 
hitherto escaped«the attention of the 
most sagacious and vigilant, lawyers and 
laymen alike. Even those who denounce 
the measure express admiration for the 
facility and ingenuity of the intellect 
which invented the scheme for executing 


its purpose. 

If one wishes to vote for the amend- 
ments, he simply hands his ballot to the 
election officer and it is counted as a 
vote “‘for.”” If a voter follows the prac- 
tice in vogue in the State for the last 
sixty years, namely, “ scratches" any or 
all of the amendments with a pen or pen- 
cil, his vote is not counted against the 
amendments so canceled. On the con- 
trary, his vote is not counted at all, 
thus rendering it easier to secure a ma- 
jority vote in favor of the amendments, 

To vote intelligently against any or all 
of the amendments one must know the 
present judiciary, system, the character 
of the proposed changes, and must be 
able to write the word “against” op- 
posite the amendments he does not favor. 
Thus have the professed reformers of the 
judiciary system made it easy to vote for 
the amendments and difficult to vote 
against them; thus have they plotted to 
gather for their amendments the votes 
of the ignorant, and of all those who 
will carelessly hand in the whole ballot 
without taking the trouble to inquire into 
the nature of the proposed amendments. 

In 1844, when the present Constitution 
of the State of New Jersey was adopted, 
and in 1878, 1890, and 1897, when amend- 
ments were voted on, all that was re- 
quired was that the voter who wished to 
vote “against ’' should do so by cancel- 
ing the words “for” the amendments, 


and if “for,” to cancel the clause con- 
taining the word “against.” After the 
special election of 1897 the constitution- 
ality of the law providing for the amend- 
ments was attacked in the courts, and 
the Supreme Court then held that “ the 
ballot prescribed by the Legislature in 
‘this instance conforms literally to the 
constitutional requirements,” If simple 
cancellation, or “scratching,"’ conforms 
literally to the constitutional require- 
ments respecting voting on amendments, 
the interesting query arises: “ By what 
constitutional right did-the Legislature 


ime 
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of 1902-3 impose the additional qualifi- 
cation upon a voter that he should be 
able to write, exempting at the same time 
those who favor the amendments from 
such qualification?” , 

This is the story in a nutshell of a con- 
troversy which is likely to become a 
question for the courts to act upon if 
the amendments are carried. When the 
serious significance of the issue is ap- 
prehended it is no wonder that seif-re- 
specting citizens view with alarm the 
introduction of ‘‘ ward politics” into 


} questions affecting the most sacred of 


governmental-institutions—the courts of 
a great State. 


THE BOARD OF BUILDING TRADES. 

If the delegates composing the Board of 
Buflding Trades have not already made 
the discovery that they have established 
a relation with the unions which is im- 
possible, and in consequence of which 
the dissolution of the board is inevitable 
if they do not promptly and uncondition- 
ally abandon their present position, noth- 
ing which could be said to them in the 
way of editorial comment on the situation 
would have any value for edification or 
instruction. 

The acceptance by the unions, one aft- 
er another, of the employers’ plan of 
arbitration, Jeaves the Board of Building 
Trades like the Old Guard at Waterloo. 
It may derive satisfaction from the re- 
fusal to surrender, but the alternative is 
annihilation, which it is inviting. This 
result would not furnish any especial 
cause for regret. The tertdency under the 
guidance of the board has been steadily 
in the direction of increasing trade de- 
moralization, to the great disadvantage 
of the wage earner, and scarcely less so 
to that of the employer. No satisfactory 
adjustment of the @ifferences which have 
produced the present general suspension 
ef building operations will be possible as 


long as the Board of Building Trades is | 


permitted to stand in the way. Fortu- 
nately, it has destroyed its influence by 
assuming to rule the uniona, whose serv- 
ant it is and must remain. Whether it 
steps aside or is run over would seem to 
be immaterial. 


MUSIC AT MEALS. 

In a budget of nonsense which Punch 
prints purporting to be a consensus of 
musical opinion as to whether meals 
should be eaten with an accompaniment 
of music, an extract from an alleged let- 
ter from Mr. Henry Birp shines conspic- 
uous for practical wisdom. Mr. Birp is 
said to have written: “ You ask, ‘ Should 
there be music during meals?’ But what 
ef the converse ?—should there be meals 
during music? It seems to me that to 
offer music at a restaurant is a confes- 
sion of failure on the part of the chef.” 

To get a satisfactory dinner outside of 
one’s own house without an accompani- 
ment of alleged music is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult. Sometimes the mu- 
sic is better than the food, and some- 
times the food is better than the music. 
But never are they in a sympathetic re- 
lation. Music may very well assist in 
the enjoyment and assimilation of a 
meal if one be dining alone with nothing 
pleasant or profitable to ocoupy his 
thoughts, especially if the music be not 
blatant or insistent in quality, -and 
neither ‘superlatively good nor distress- 
ingly bad. If'superilativVely good, it might 
eause an appreciative listener to hold his 


fork suspended midway between plate 
and mouth while his food grew cold and 
his wine warm. If distressingly bad it 
would prompt him to hurry through his 
meal regardless of certain indigestion, 
that he might the sooner get away and 
seek the blessings of peace and quietness, 
If too faint it would serve no good pur- 


pose, since the piano and pianissimo pas- 
sages would he unintelligible; if too loud, 
it would interfere with the conversa- 
tion, which unconsciously accommodates 
itself to its modulations, ranging from 
a whisper to a roar, as may be necessary, 

As to the kind of music to be played at 
meal times there never can be any pos- 
sible agreement between the leader of 
the restaurant orchestra and the man 
at the table. The aim of the leader ap- 
pears to be to strike an impossible aver- 
age-—impossible because there is no aver- 
age strikable. He does this by an ar- 
rangement of selections as incongruous 
as would be a menu in which sorbet, fish, 
peanuts, soup, confections, game, coffee, 
roast, pudding, pickles, creme de menthe, 
and French mustard should succeed one 
another in the order given. The diner 
who is interested in selections from 
“*Tannhiiuser" shudders when “ Under 
the Bamboo Tree” jiggles itself into his 
reluctant consciousness, and experiences 
something of a shock when the three in- 
struments which have struggled bravely, 
and it may be commendebly, with the 
overture to ‘“ Mignon,” “tumble over 
themselves’ in “ The Honeysuckle and 
the Bee,’’ or some other popular coon 
melody of the ragtime variety, The av- 
erage is a failure, 

Of the value of music to the business 
of a restaurant it is probable that opin- 
ions differ widely. Our own judgment of 
the matter would be that out of a hun- 
dred persons made up cof habitual and 
casual frequenters of restzurants, fifty 
are indifferent to the music and scarcely 
know whether it is provided or not, twen- 
ty-five would go some: distance to find 
a chance to dine comfortably in silence if 
alone or in agreeable conversation if ac- 
companied by a friend, and twenty-five 
would be apt to say they like it because 
it “adds so,"”" A great advantage would 
result from making it optional. Instead 
of hiring an orchestra to make perfunc- 
tory music for those who want it and for 
those who do not, the proprietor of the 
popular restaurant might provide phon- 
ographs just as he does .footstools for 
those who need them. If music is de- 


sired, the waiter would bring an instru- 
ment, hook it to. the back of one’s chair, 
adiust the ear pieces, and leave the ous-

he might desire. Not many would be 
needed, we imagine; tut for those who 
habitually enjoy the kind of music which 
is discoursed by restaurant orchestras the 
phonograph would be just as satisfactory. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-—Much success is said to have attended 
an effort which the British Government 
has been making for some time to turn 
young Newfoundland fishermen into ma- 
terlal for manning warships. ‘The ex- 
periments," says The Army and Navy 
Journal, “ began in 1900, when fifty stal- 
wart young fishermen were enlisted after 
the fishing season had closed, and sent for 
a cruise in thé West Indies on the British 
warship Charybdis. In the arts of. sea- 
manship these men were already profi- 
clent, but they knew little or nothing of 
naval discipline, gunnery, or the mechan- 
ical work required of enlisted men on 
modern naval vessels. Yet they learned 
their new duties so rapidly that forty-four 
of the fifty secured first-class certificates 
after examination by a board of officers 
at the end of the crufse. In 1901 another 
fifty were taken for a similar cruise on 
the same ship, and forty-seven of them 
received first-class certificates. In 1902 
100 were taken, and while the results of 
the examinations at the end of the cruise 
are not yet at hand, the reports of the 
officers in command are so satisfactory 


that the Admirgity has designated the” 


cruiser Calypso to be permanently sta- 
tioned in Newfoundland waters as a train- 
ing ship.” The Army and Navy Journal 
says that these results should remind us 
that on the New England coast we have a 
cimilar supply of hardy fishermen, and it 
advises an imitation of the British plan. 
As it happens, however, the New England 
fishing boats are largely manned by sail- 
ors from the provinces, with not a few 
Newfoundlanders among them, and, though 
ii might be as easy to get them into the 
American Navy as into that of Great 
Britain, there has hitherto been an impres- 
sion that their knowledge was not of much 
use on a modern warship, and that the 
habits acquired on the fishing boats did 
not harmonize with the requirements of 
The fishermen learn 
discipline of a sort, but it is a free and easy 
sort that fixes no great gulf between offi- 
cers ‘and crew, and the crews are accus- 
tomed to do a good deal of thinking for 
themselves as to the wisdom of the orders 
they receive. Still, the man who makes a 
satisfactory British jacky would not be 
out of place on a Yankee warship, ani 
theory does not count against facts ob- 
served.

He ts having his own way, a way 
that to other people seems objectionable, 
and that has always been his idea of happi- 
ness. That he is insane, in the ordinary 
sense $f that word, can hardly be main- 
tained; he is only consistent with his 
stormy past. 


——It is hardly disproof of our contention 
that dams never give way except for the 
reason that they are not strong enough, to 
assert, truly enough, as did the correspond- 
ent whose letter we published yesterday, 
that the dams usually fall, not because 
they were originally too weak to withstand 
the pressure of the water likely to accumu- 
late behind them, but because they have 
deteriorated with the passage of time and 
the various processes of destruction to 
which they are subjected—erosion, satura- 
tion, slipping of foundations, and the at- 
tatks of burrowing animals. All these 
things should be taken into consideration 
in determining the strength of a dam, and 
when they are not, either in the beginzing 
or afterward, somebody is to blame for the 
disaster that follows. Maintenance is quite 
as important as construction, and if a 
well-built dam is allowed to become a weak 
one, the fact that it yields under a sudden 
strain is no contradiction of our truism 
and is no excuse for treating the loss of 
life and property that ensues as the result 
of an unavoidable misfortune—one that 
oftener in the past than now was called 
‘“‘an act of God," but still passes as such 
much too frequently. Yet almost never is 
there any serious attempt to fix responsi- 
bility where it belongs, and the infliction 
of-a penalty is unknown—a cotisequence, 
doubtless, of. the {mpossibility of proving 
an evil intention. 

-——In selecting as a topic for discussion 
the relation of universities to the morals 
and manners of their students the mem- 
bers of the National Educational Associa- 
tion assumed, perhaps involuntarily, that 
morals and manners have a good deal to 
do with each other. The truth of the as- 
sumption might be hastily denied by many 
people, but nevertheless there is no reason 
for regretting it. Of course, manners and 
morals are not identical, but certainly they 
are closely connected—if one is careful to 
give to the word ‘‘manners"’ the best of 
the definitions it will bear, affiliating it 
with courtesy and differentiating it from 
the arbitrary customs of this or that social 
circle, The manners of him who is kindly 
and unselfish are usually good enough for 
most practical purposes, The “ polished 
villain" is almost unknown outside -of 
melodramatic plays and novels, and even 
there his polish cracks often and seriously, 
As a matter of fact, bad morals and good 
manriers are incompatible in the long run, 
and inevitably the polished villain turns 
out to be a very vulgar villain at the last.

NEED OF CURRENCY REFORM. 


John A. Schleicher Addresses Conven- 
tion of Editorial Association 
at Omaha. 


Special to The New York Times. 

OMAHA, July 9.—John A. Schleicher, 
of New York City discussed the need of 
currency’ reform to-day in an address 
on “The Editor and the Banker,” de- 
livered before the annual convention of the 
National Editorial Association of the United 
States, which is in session here, He said in 
part: 

** We need a currency adequate itn volume 
and economical in character, expansible for 
temporary uses, and easily redeemable 
when such uses no longer exist. 

‘“*“We need to make provision for banks 
to issue additional circulation in emergen- 
cles, in restricted volume, subject to such a 
tax that they will hasten to retire the in- 
creased circulation as soon as the emer- 
gency is passed and thus prevent unneces- 
sary and dangerous inflation. The present 
system, under which banks issue their 
notes upon the security of Government 
bonds, makes both the issue and retirement 
of the notes difficult. Bonds are not ob- 


tainable except at high prices when addi- 
tional notes are required, and the notes 
when issued cannot be retired, except to a 
limited extent and under burdensome re- 
strictions..

Representative Dayton fo Push a Bill 
Differing from the Dewey 
Board’s Plan.

WASHINGTON, July . 9.—Representative 
Dayton of West Vifginia is preparing a 
Plan for the organization of a General 
Staff for the navy, which he will present 
at the next session of Congress. Dayton’s 
measure differs from the plan of the Gen- 
eral Board, of which Admiral Dewey is 
the head. The Dayton bill will provide for 
the appointment of three Vice Admirals, 
who are to be assigned to the command of 
thrée squadrons, to be designated Atlantic, 
Pacific, and Asiatic, respectively.

CONSUMPTION EXPERIMENTS. 


Berlin Medical Society’s Commission 
Makes a Report. 


BERLIN, July 9.—The Berlin Medical So- 
clety assembled yesterday evening to hear 
Prof. Kossel of the Imperial Health Office 
report the results of the prolonged experi- 
ments of the Tuberculosis Commission in 
infecting calves with human tuberculosis, 
Prof. Koch’s observations, prior to the cel- 
ebrated London address, caused the Health 
Officé to appoint the Commission to mas 
Systematic experiments. Yesterday's pa- 
per was in the nature of a preliminary re- 
port. 

The commission’s investigations cover 
three forms of introducing tubercle bacilli 
subcutaneous injection; 
Second, in food, ang, third, by inhalation. 
The preliminary: réport covers only the 
first form, but the experiments with the 
ether forms continue. > 

The Commission decided to attempt the 
innoculation of calves not with matter 
taken directly from human victims, but 
with cultures made therefrom, The experi- 
mentation covered thirty-nine separate 
cultures, twenty-three from adults and six- 
teen from children. The results were that 
nineteen calves subcutaneously treated did 
not show the slightest effect, nine showed, 
after four months, the slightest changes of 
condition, and seven showed more marked 
symptoms, but, the propagation of tuber- 
culosis in the body did not occur. On the 
other hand, four inoculations from tuber- 
ulous children infected calves with a dis- 
ease which resembled a weak type of ani-

KRUSHEVAN AS A FARCE. 


€rowds Cheer French Presi- | prince Mestchersky Sarcastic Over the 


Alleged Attempt to Kill the 
Kishineff Editor.

LONDON, July 10:—The Times's “ Rus- 
sian correspondents” say that a long 
article in Prince Mestchersky’s reaction- 
ary paper, the Grazdanin, throws doubt 
on the genuineness of the attack made 
on M. Krushevan, the anti-Semitic edi- 
tor. It was represented that Krushevan 
narrowly escaped aSsassination at the 
hands of a Jew, but the Grazdanin ridi- 
cules the whole story and suggests that 
Krushevan, “ having got into hot water 
in consequence of his philanthropic ef- 
forts to save Kishineff from the Jews,” 
went to St. Petersburg to restere his. 
prestige. 

“Here,” says Mestchers: -, “ écecurred 


the terrible attempt of a Jew—or was it 
the counterfeit presentment of a Jew ?— 


to assassinate him.” 

Mestchersky waxes merry over “ the 
stage ruffian who, armed with a knife, 
attacked Krushevan in a crowded \street, 
and, having scratched him in the meck, 
allowed himself to be arrested quietiy by 
Krushevan and marched off to the palice 
station without further ado.” 

It must have been the crowning mis- 
fortune for Krushevan, says Mestcher- 
sky, that the assassin, instead of getting 
penal servitude for life, was ‘sentenaed 
to only a few days’ imprisonment. 


According to dispatches .rom St. Petert- | 


burg, M. Krushevan was walking on the 
Nevski Prospect on the afternoon of June 
17, when he was stabbed from behind wftth 
a knife and wounded in the neck, thougia 
not mortally. His assailant was declared 
to be a Jew, who was supposed to have 
formerly been a student at the Kieff Poly- 
technic. 

M. Krushevan, it was stated, grappled 
with the man, and the latter was secured, 
with the assistance of passers-by. 

Besides being the publisher of the no- 
torious paper Ressarabetz, published atj 
Kishineff the anti-Semitic articles in which 
journal are believed to have led to the 
massacre of Jews, M. Krushevan is the 
publisher of the anti-Semitic 
printed in St. Petersburg. 


Native Secretary of British Legation 
and Party of Moors Taken 
Near Tangier.

TROUBLE IN BALKANS. 


Increasing Evidence Both in Turkey and 
Bulgaria That Outbreak Is 
imminent. 


LONDON, July 10.—According to a Con- 
stantinople dispatch to The Daily Tele- 
graph, a special session of the Ministerial 
Council was held July 8, at which it is un- 
derstood the war party insisted on Tur- 
key’s right to continue the occupation of 
strategic points on the frontier, in spite of 
Austrian and Russian remonstrances. 

It was maintained that it was impossible 
to act otherwise lest Turkey be caught un- 
prepared. The dispatch adds that a panic 
occurred on the Bourse yesterday and 
Turkish bonds fell 1% points owing to sales 
by palace functionaries.

BOSTON, July 9.—The interesting feat- 
ure of the National Educational Conven- 
tion came to-day in a spirited difference of 
opinion between President Butler and Dr. 
Eliot of Harvard on the one side, and Miss 
Margaret A, Haley, who gained reputa- 
tion even beyond her own city by her win- 
ning fight of two years ago for higher 
salaries for the teachers of Chicago, on 
the other. - 

Miss Haley scored a notable victory over 
the two university Presidents after a live- 
ly forensic battle. The dispute arose over 
& proposed amendment to the by-laws giv- 
ing the selection of the Nominating Com- 
mittee, now lodged with the State dele- 
gates, to the President. Miss Haley's con- 
tention that this was too much centraliza- 
tion of power, and that it gave even more 
eentrol to the men as against the women, 
was sustained when it came to a vote, de- 
epite the fact that the proposition was 
fathered by President Butler and supported 
by Dr. Eliot, who also expressed his opin- 
jon of the matter at last night’s meeting 
in connection with the dissension of the 
Florida delegation. 

“The men,” said Miss Haley, ‘“‘ se@m to 
want to shut us out. This association is 
made up in large part of women; women 
pay most of the money into the associa- 
tion, and they are the ones who make up 
the larger part of the audiences. It is 
right that they should have a voice in the 
government of its affairs. They demand 
@ voice, and they are opposed to the move- 
ment started by President Butler. If such 


,@ thing as this was to be brought up, at 
\ least one year's notice ought to have been 


iven to the members of the association.

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PRESIDENT ON A CRUISE 


Leaves Oyster Bay for Trip Up 
- the Hudson. 


‘Utmost Secrecy Observed and Destina- 


tion Not Divuiged—The President 
Chops Wood on Hottest 
Day of the Year. 


OYSTER BAY, N. Y., July 9.—President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt left Sagamore Hill to- 
night, boarded the naval yacht Sylph, and 
Started on a cruise up the Hudson River. 
Secretary LoeB declined to state the des- 
tination © ''@ President, but it is known 
that he 1« "0lM@ to some point a consider- 
able distance up the river, perhaps above 
Poughkeepsie, to visit a friend of the family. 

It is understood that the President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt will reach the end of their 
journey some time to-morrow morning and 
that they expect to start in a few hours on 
the return trip. They are due at Saga- 
more Hill to-morrow night. 

Arrangements for the trip were clothed 
in the greatest secrecy. It is said that 
even members of the President’s family 
were not cognizant of them. 

‘In some manner a rumor of the contem- 
plated cruise became current in the village. 
It was confirmed by Mr. Loeb after the de- 
parture of the President. 

The President is greatly pleased that the 
investigation of the matter has shown that 
the cabled report of a latge number of 
sailors deserting the American squadron 
at Kiel was unfounded, The President's 
information is fhat there were but two 
Straggiers from the ships in command of 
Admiral Cotton, and that both of these 
were Americans. 

Despite the hot weather, which caused 
most ‘people to refrain from taking any 
exercise, the President played tennis for a 
«couple of hours this afternoon, and then 
he turned in and chopped wood for a time. 

Ex-Gov.. Winthrop Murray Crane of 


Massachusetts, who was an over-night 
uest of President Roosevelt at Sagamore 
Till, left to-day for’ home. His conference 
with the President was about some pend- 
ing Governmental matter on which the 
F'resident desired his counsel and about the 
National campaign of next year in the 
manogement of which ex-Goy.

MANCHURIAN MATTER TO WAIT. 


Jewish Petition to be Disposed Of Be- 
fore Anything Is Done—Jews 
See Mr. Hay. 


WASHINGTON, July 9.—The President 
has decided that the matter of the Jewish 
petition must Be finally disposed of be- 
fore any further effort is made here to 
compose the issues arising out of the Man- 
churian situation. Therefore it is now said 
that nothing is likely to be done in regard 
to Manchuria until next September, by 
which time, according to the last Russian 
engagement, the evacuation of Manchuria 
by Russian troops, save railroad guards, 
should be complete. It is understood that 
the Russian Government has set up as one 
reason for not sanctioning the opening of 
new ports in Manchuria the necessity of 
allowing her first to complete the evacua- 
tion of Manchuria, and it is understood that 
our Government is willing to wait until 
September before making the next move. 

Secretary Hay was in further conference 
to-day with some of the Jewish leaders and 
communicated to them the President’s de- 
sire that they should consult him at Oyster 
Bay next Tuesday respecting the disposi- 
tion to be made of the Jewish petition to 
Russia. The Secretary took occasion to 
emphasize the President's desire that there 
should be no further delay in the submis- 
sion of the petition, so that it will be ready 
next week. It is probable that the course 
to be pursued will consist in the dispatch 
of cablegrams to Mr, Riddle, United States 
Chargé at St. Petersburg, directing him 
to inquire of the Russian Government 
whether it is willling to receive a petition, 
the nature of which will be briefly outlined 


by Mr. Riddle, and further proceedings will 
be governed by the Russian answer. 

The President is being deluged with 
singly signed petitions in behalf of the 
Russian Jews, and these are forwarded 
from Oyster Bay to the State Department 
by every mail. The petitions are identical 
and declare that the action of the United 
States Government in the case of the 
Roumanian Jews Warrants even more vig- 
orovs action in the case of the Russian 
Jews, wherefore the President is petitioned 
“to employ the good offices of our Govern- 
ment with the Imperial Government of Rus- 
sia, with the aim of securing more safety 
to Jews in Russia, and making their exist- 
ence there less wretched.” 

As the petitions are directed to the Presi- 
dent alone, no question of transmission to 
Russia is involved, afid they are being filed 
at the State Department. 


FAVORS MR. ROOSEVELT. 


Representative Rodenburg Says West 
Wants Him Renominated. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 9.—Representative 
Rodenburg of the East St. Louis district of 
Illinois, and formerly Civil Service Com- 
missioner, speaking to-day of the political 
outlook in his section of the State, said: 

“We in the Central West are all for 
Roosevelt’s renomination. The President 
has always been strong among our people, 
but, 48 the next National Convention draws 
near, \‘Shey realize that of all persons in 
the pa\ty he is the strongest and most 
available carididate to lead it to victory. 

“My district is to a great extent a manu- 
facturing district. The President is partic- 
ularly strong with the laboring men of our 
part of the country. By that I do not 
mean skilled laborers alone, but the rank 
and file of men who have to work for a 
living—men who work for small wages. 


They*all look upon Mr. Roosevelt as -he 
soul of honor and integrity. -They are 
convinced that their interests will be better 
conserved by his continuance in office an- 
other term. 

“My district is the one that was repre- 
sented for sixteen years by that old Demo- 
cratic wheelhorse William R. Morrison. I 
carried it last Fall by 2,400 plurality. If 
President Roosevelt is on the ticket next 
year 1 know that I am safe in predicting 
that the district will go Republican by not 
less than 5,000 plurality.

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JEWISH CHATAUQUA MEETS 
Dr. Hirsch of Chicago Addresses 
Atiantic City Gathering. 


Aims and Methods of Popular Educa- 
tion Disqussed—Lesson of the 
Kishineff Agitation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 9.—The 
seventh Summer assembly of the Jewish 
Chautauqua Society was opened this 
evening in the new Assembly Hall of 
the Royal Palace Hotel under the most 
favorable conditions. There was a large 
attendance, which included well known 
leaders of Jewish educational and. institu- 
tional life from all parts of the country. 

Jacob Gimbel of Philadelphia, President 
of the Jewish Chautauqua Society, opened 
the meeting. He was followed by the Rev. 
Dr. Henry Berkowitz, Chancellor of the so- 
ciety, who, in welcoming the large assem- 
bly, referred to the éncouraging develop- 
ment of the society’s work during the last 
year, notably among the branches organ- 
ized in West Virginia and in England. 

Dr. Berkowitz introduced the speaker of 
the evening, Dr. Emil G. Hirsch of Chica- 
go, to whose co-operation, he said, the im- 
petus given to the society’s development 
was in no small measure due. Dr. Hirsch 
Was greeted with applause. He spoke on 
“ Educational Reforms,’ and said in part: 

“The last decade of the eighteenth cent- 
ury may be truthfully characterized as un- 
der a deep passion for education, The men 
of light, of learning, whatever their diversi- 
ties of viewpoint or confession, were agreed 
in pleading for the enlarging of educational 
facilities. ‘Build schoolhouses, and the 
necessity for erecting penitentiaries will 
pass away,’ was the emphatic appeal, as 
well as the pathetic promise. 

“Russia points out the relation with an 
emphasis admitting of no skepticism. The 
hordes that made St. Bartholomew's Eve 
horrors a mere coup de theatre in compari- 
son with the scenes at Kishineff could not 
haye as easily been inflamed had the al- 
phabet not been a mystery unlifted to their 
bleared eyes. 

“The very ability to read has creafed 
new opportunities for the agitator to profit 
by. ‘o the impassioned harangue of the 
demagogue has been joined the artfully and 
seemingly calmly construed reasoning of 
the partisan writer. 

“The articles in the anti-Semitic press of 
Bessarabia were effective tools in the hands 
of the accused conspirators. Illiteracy, 
therefore, is not the exclusive test of bar- 
barism. 

** Education has not depopulated our peni- 
tentiaries; it has not wiped off the face of 
the earth the ‘slums.’ Nay, science and 
technical inventions have brought the con- 
ditions that are progenitors of these social 
plague spots. ,

CONSOLIDATED LAKE SUPERIOR 


President of the Company Appeals to 
the Stockholders to Subscribe for 
a $15,000,000 Bond Issue. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 9.—President 
Shields of the Consolidated Lake Superior 
Company to-night sent an appeal to all the 
stockholders of the company asking them 
to subscribe for a proposed issue of bonds 
to the extent of $15,000,000, “in order to 
save their investment in the property.”’ The 
financial condition of the company has re- 
cently caused its offfters and stockholders 
much concern, and a loan of $5,050,000 was 
effected after considerable trouble. 

President Shields in his statement to the 
stockholders tells in detail what has been 
done by the Board of Directors toward the 
prceviding of funds to the amount of about 
$9,000,000 to meet the company’s needs. 
Continuing, he says: 

“The last three weeks have been spent 
in endeavors to find a way by which this 
money could be provided. Inasmuch as all 


of the assets of the company were pledged 
to the bankers as security for the tempo- 
rary loans of $3,500,000 and $1,550,000, which 
were made last December, the Directors 
have been obliged to confine their nego- 
tiations to the holders of this collateral, 
as there has been nothing to offer for 
security for the new loan elsewhere. Ef- 
forts have been made to indute the bank- 
ers to increase their loans On their present 
collateral up to $7,500,000 but without suc- 
cess. 

“The only course which is open under 
the circumstances is for the stockholders 
to pay off the present bankers’ loans and 
provide the additional capital which the 
company must have in order to carry. on 
its business. To do this it will be necessary 
to raise $7,500,000. The ouly apparent way 
to do this is to create an issue of $15,000,- 
000 of thirty-year 4 per cent. collateral 
trust bonds, of which $12,500,000 is to be 
offered to the stockholders at 60, the bal- 
ance to be reserved for future use. These 
bonds would be secured by the stocks and 
by bonds secured by mortgages on the sub- 
sidiary companies of the Consolidated Lake 
Superior Company, which are now held by 
the bankers as collateral for their tempo- 
rary loans.”’ 


MULES CAUSE TRAGEDY.

CINCINNATI, July 9.—A _ west-bound 
Pennsylvania train struck a wagon con- 
taining nine people at a crossing eight 
miles east of this city to-night, killing four, 
fatally injuring three, and seriously in- 
juring two of the occupants of the wagon.

Light Wind Dies Out and Last Yachts 
Drift Across Line Late in 
the ‘Evening.

Thirty-five yachts started yesterday at 
Larchmont in the fourth of the contests for 
the Adams series prizes, but most of them 
had difficulty in finishing. There was a 
light breeze from west-northwest when 
the start was made, at 12:30, but it died 
away in an hour, and after that the placid 
surface of the Sound was disturbed only by 
intermittent breezes which drifted off the 
Long Island shore.

SHAMROCKS AT ERIE BASIN. 


Challenger Had New Mast Stepped Yes- 
terday and Was Dry Docked 
Last Night. 


The new Shamrook changed masts yes- 
terday. The mast she has been using up 
to this time in these waters was the spar 
that gave way off Weymouth. The mast 
put in its place yesterday is the new spar 
stepped on the Clyde after the accident, 
and it is from three to four feet longer 
than the older one. The actual length of 
the mast has not been divulged, but there 
is good reagon for saying that it measures 
between 168 and 170 feet ftom deck to 
truck. The difference in length betweén 
it and the other mast is altogether in the 
topmast, which is close to 60 feet long. 

The challenger was towed up from the 
Tiorseshoe by the Cruizer and arrived at 
Erie Basin at 8 o'clock yesterday morning. 
She was placed alongside a floating crane 
of the Merritt & Chapman Wrecking Corm- 
pany and the work of unshipping the rig- 
ging began immediately. A piece of stout 
seantling 8 feet long was tied securely 
to the forward and after side of the mast 
about 15 feet below the spreaders. The 
tackle of the crane was firmly lashed 
to the mast by an inch and a half rope 
ycound 13 times around the A ge of scan- 
tling. By 1 o’clock everything was ready 
to lift the mast, and in just two minutes 
from the time the engine of the derrick 
was started the mast was swung clear of 


the yacht. 

The old mast was laid pon 
side the new one. After the yacht’s crew 
had had their dinner the Work of shifting 
the rigging and fixing the tackle to the new 
mast was begun. At 3:40 the mast was 
lifted from the pier, and at 4:05 it was 
stepped. 

The oe venser was placed in dry dock at 
& o’clotk last evening. She is berttlied in 
the same dock she occupied after her ar- 
rival. To-day she will be thoroughly 
scraped and cleaned, to-morrow the enamel 
will be. put on, and Monday she will racé 
off the Hook, The old Shamrock was also 
brought up from the Hook for an _ over- 
hauling. The Erin was anchored during 
the day outside the Erie Basin, and Sir 
Thomas was an interested observer of the 
shifting of the masts. Designer Fife and 
Col. Neill also looked _ on.

University will return next Fall to the sys- 
tem of graduate coaching, formerly in 
vogue there. That was the decision ar- 
rived at last night at a meeting of alumni, 
held at the Columbia University Club, 41 
West Thirty-sixth Street, and the new in- 
structor will be Jasper T. Goodwin of the 
class of 1876, stroke of the Columbia four 
which won the Visitors’ Cup at Henley in 
1878, and coach of Columbia crews from 
1874 to 1883. The contract with Edward 
Hanlan, the professional oargsman, who has 
coached the Columbia crews during the 
past three years, expires on Sept. 15, and 
will not be renewed, ;

the Columbia University Club on Thursda 
evening, July 9, at 8:80 o'clock, at whic 
time it is hoped there will be a full and free 
expression of opinion.”’ 
bout fifty graduates and undergraduates 
prominent in Columbia rowing matters at- 
tended the meeting, and after a thorough 
discussion of the matter action was taken 
as stated. 
Mr. Goodwin has practiced law for many 
years, and now has an office at 280 Broad- 
way, but it is thought likely that the call 
of his Alma Mater will induce him to give 
up his business cares. He first came into 
oa as a Columbia oarsman in 1874 
ais sophomore year, when he rowed No, 
in the six-oared crew which won in a big 
field at Saratoga. 
In the next year he was chosen Captain 
and went to stroke, having to pick out an 
almost new crew, which, nevertheless, 
was second in a fleld of nine crews in the 
annual race at Saratoga. In the next year, 
when Columbia gained one of her greatest 
rowing lauvels, Mr. Goodwin stroked the 
crew which crossed the ocean, met the 
best of the English crews, and brought 
back the victors’ cup 
Next year, in 1877, he was chosen head 
coach and continued in the position until 
i883, during which period Columbia's great- 
est rowing successes were scored. Mr. 
Goodwin gave up his place for his busi- 
ness, but has always retained an intense 
interest in the crews of each season,

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks weak. 


Money easy, 2@3% per cent. 


Yesterday London sent over an encour- 
aging list of American quotations in 
vain. Qur market responded instead to 
an unfavorable speculation in Steel and 
New York Central. The Steel report was 
declared good by ail the organs of Wall 
Street opinion, but not even they can 
thus characterize the movement in the 
company’s securities. The explanation 
of the downward tendency in general is 
twofold. Continued liquidation is one 
theory, the condition of the metal and 
cotton markets is another. Consumption 
now no longer exceeds production of pig 
iron. Makers are seeking consumers, in- 
stead of consumers paying premiums for 
supplies, and the steel market is reported 
weak. The explanation is that the 
Trust’s resolve to keep uneltered the fin- 
ished products schedule necessitated the 
reduction of billets. Whatever the ex- 
planation, the course of the metal and of 
the securities is a commentary upon the 
trade’s impatience that Wall Street did 
not'understand better the iron market. 

The depression in New York Central is 
explained well enough by saying that all 
the troubles which Pennsylvania has 
passed lie ‘before Central, and with this 
addition—the financing by Central falls 
at an even worse time, and when done 
will merely retain Central's traffic, with- 
out adding to its normal increase. Penn- 
sylvania’s improvements carry it not only 
into the heart of New York, but through 
New York into Long Island, a new source 
of traffic whose worth few appreciate. 
Moreover, Pennsylvania will tap New 
Engiand traffic in a manner heretofore 
impossible. But Central will lose its 
proud pre-eminence as the only railway 
entering New York, and, although a 
much less expenditure than Pennsylva- 
nia’s will provide commodious terminals, 
and will retain growing traffic which 
might otherwise be attracted away, the 
millions to be spent will tap no new 
source of business. Comparisons of prices 
and dividend records also are not to Cen- 
tral’s favor, there being a clear sugges- 
tion that parities should be reached by 
changes in Central rather than in other 
properties. ‘There were various unau- 
thoritative -umors regarding its finance 
plans. There were reports of issues of 
bonds, and of stock, and of creation of 
an improvement company under Cen- 
tral’s guarantee. Nothing was heard of 
new “rights’"’—a sign of the times. 

These considerations revived the activ- 
ities of the party not predisposed to take 
moderate views of such depressing fac- 
tors, and they had other material to sup- 
port their ideas. The fear that gold ex- 
ports would Be continued has become a 
fact, $2,000,000 being engaged for Satur- 
day, with prospects of more. The hope 
that the cotton corner was broken was 
disappointed by a revival almost as ex- 
travagant as the collapse early in the 
week. The aggregation formed a combi- 
nation overbalancing the usual good 
news, such as the talk about the crops— 
there can be nothing but talk before the 
harvest—and earnings reports of the fa- 
miliar favorable tenor. Left to itself the 
market might have retained its stubborn 
strength. But it was not left to itself. 
There was a flood of professional sell- 
ing, and there were other sales of real 
stock. As a result the market broke 
badly. Steel common wee the most 
actively dealt in, and fell %. The largest 
fall was New York Central, 3%. Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron fell 344, concur- 
rently if not upon account of announce- 
ment of listing $3,000,000 bonds already 
sold and spent upon improvements; or 
perhaps the order of spending and sell- 
ing should be reversed. St. Paul was 
also exceptionally weak, getting below 
150 again rather too easily. Among fif- 
ty representative properties there was 
not one even fractional advance, and the 
fall may joe roughly averaged at nearly 
2. The industrials suffered even worse 
than the railways. 

In the bond market Steel 5s reached 
their minimum record—81%—but closed 
at 82%. The offerings were large and the 
support poor. Wabash Bs fell to 70, but 
gained a fraction before the close. New 
York Central 34s also reached a mini- 
mum at 96 upon small business.

FEATURES OF THE MARKET. 


Yesterday's declining market was not 
unexpected by close students of the situa- 
tien, who have been able and willing to see 
beyond their noses. For some days past 
it has been evident, not only that the 
usual July investment demand was not ap- 
pearing in the stock market, but that even 
the highest grade .bonds were not in de- 
mand—were, to the contrary, almost going 
a-begging. Such a state of affairs, clear- 
ly enough, was suggestive of anything but 
a rising market, for if investors or specu- 
lators would not buy at the present level, 


much less (certainly so, so far as investors 
are concerned) would they buy on an ad- 
vance. Ordinarily, perhaps, the speculative 
public might be relied upon to follow on 
after an advance, but these are neither 
ordinary times nor ordinary conditions. 
The speculators have been “ sandbagged ” 
too often; they are now either too wary 
or too poor to rush in to take the burden 
off the shoulders of the energetic manipu- 
lators who become philanthropists and 
generously part with their holdings only 
when ov deem prices to be at the top. 
Under all the circumstances, therefore— 
lack of public buying, no investment de- 
inand, and good bonds at a marked dis- 
ccunt—there was only one thing for the 
market to do, and that was to go down. 
This it did. Best testimony is that it will 
keep on going until a lével is reached suf- 
ficiently attractive to invite fresh buying— 
this because it is a condition precedent to 
the next rising market that the absorption 
of *‘ undigested securities "’ shall have been 
at once thorough and effective. 


Of course not a little of yesterday's sell- 
ing was by the professionals, who argue 
that if the market wil! not go up ft must 
go down. It is not true, however, as some 
unknown banker was quoted as saying, 
that the bulk of the selling was for pro 
fessional account. In some parts of the 
list, and notably in the most active shares, 
there was out-of-town lquidation—some of 
it of an apparently urgent character. In 
New York Central, in the Steel stocks, (in- 
dependent as well as trust,) in some of the 
lower-priced coal stocks, even in St. Paul, 
this was plainly the case. Nor ig it neces- 


sary to seek far for explanation of this. 
From many parts of the country there 
come reports now of this or that indus- 
trial concern in a “tight fix,"’ or whose 
finances need readjustment. Syndicates 
and underwriters in interior places, more 
even than in New York, are finding them- 
selves called upon for additional funds to 
protect or carry through newly formed 
concerns. Many of these people, being 
short of available money, but long of se- 
curities, resort accordingly to the expe- 
diency of selling their most readily mar- 
ketable stocks. These, it follows, are the 
best, and the market for them is the New 
York Stock Exchange. Hence such liqui- 
dation as ts again showing in the mar- 
ket—s ogg | now beyond the confines of 
New York. f there is any doubt as to 
whether or not this is a correct presenta- 
tion of the case that doubt will be re- 
moved by a talk with any representative 
broker in the Streetqwho os outside con- 
nections, whether in® Philadelphia or Chi- 
cago, in St. Paul or San rancisco, in 
Richmond, Va., or in Portland, Me. 


As for particular stocks, there is very 
little to be said, for all declined alike. The 
Erie shares sold further down because of 
disappointment at the delay in dividend 
action; the Granger stocks were depressed 
evidently through fear of an unfavorable 
crop report; pool selling was reported in 
Colorado Fuel, Brooklyn Rapid Transit, 
and Baltimore and Ohio; stop loss orders 
broke Sugar; selling for Southern account 
was reported in Tennessee Coal; long 
stock seemed to be coming out in Pennsyl- 
vania.

NEW YORK CENTRAL’S BREAK. 


Far and away the most disquieting de- 
velopment of yesterday's market was a 
sharp break of nearly four points in New 
York Central stock, with the close at prac- 
tically the lowest of the day on dealings 
involving over 30,000 shares. When first 
the selling began the belief was that it was 
largely, if not altogether, by professionals 
“for a turn,” but the character of the sell- 
ing and its persistence soon dispelled this 


idea. 

Later, what was regarded as substan- 
tial reason for the selling appeared when 
it was steted—though this is not yet offi- 
cially admitted or confirmed— that the 
company had borrowed $18,000,000 at 6 per 
cent., wherewith to help finance the plan 
for improverments and tterments which 
has been under consideration for some 
time. The Street did not like the high rate 
of interest reported as demanded for the use 
of the money, though it would not be sur- 

rised jf this rate were nevertheless paid, 
n view of the fact that the money for the 
Hocking Valley deal was obtained only on 
a 6 per cent. basis, 

Apart from this, the Street heard sev- 
eral other reports in explanation of the 
decided weakness of the stock. 

One of these was that the remaining $17,- 
000,000 treasury stock would be issued at 
once. This was denied. Another was that 
the company will shortly issue $35,000,000 
bonds. And, finally, there was heard 
merely the suggestion that with Pennsy!- 
vania, paying per cent., selling below 
125, New York Central, paying 5 per cent., 
is relatively too high. .This argument was 
strengthened by the fact that during the 
day the New York Central 8%s sold down 
to the lowest price on record, 96, or some 
half dozen points below the price at which 
they were underwritten. With these bonds 
so iow it was contended that this of itself 
was additional argument against the pres- 

ent price of the stock. 

On the floor it was said that the selling 
seemed to be largely of long stock, with 
gome prominent interests in the property 
mentioned in this connection, 


THE SELLING OF STEEL. 


It hag been an open secret in the financial 
district for several days that certificates 
of both United States Steel common and 
preferred have been coming out for some 
weeks in the name of an interest close to 
John D. Rockefeller, and that, ‘in addition, 
there has been liquidation on a large scale 
from other impcertant sources. Knowledge 
of this fact more than anything else has 
tended to make many people in the finan- 
cial district skeptical when James R. Keene 
and interests identified with the trust have 
been so cutspoken in their declarations that 
the Steel stocks are “al! right.’’ 

Whatever the facts—and confidence was 
not helped any yesterday by the further 
reduction in pig iron and the reported cut 
in steel billets at Pittsburg—the Steel Trust 


shares resterday were under pressure all 
day, with the new 5s heavily traded in at 
per ng m4 ts ag with a new low record 
established for them. In the case of the 
preferred stock there was a slight late re- 
covery, but the close, + benregteencen og was 
weak. This final upbidding on small lots, it 
may be said, seems to be a part of the 
Keene eave policy, the idea being 
understood to be to make the closing ap- 
pear stronger than the facts actually war- 
rant and to establish a better selling basis 
for the morrow. 

While in some quarters it is regarded as 
almost keresy to cnention it, (just as it 
Was regarded as cruel to suggest that Mr.

JUNE FAILURES. ° 


Discussing the failures in June, Dun’s 
notes that eliminating from the June de- 
faults all those involving $100,000 or more 
reveals a most unusual state of affairs. As 
to manufacturing failures, eight large ones 
provided nearly 70 per cent. of the total 
liabilities, and the remaining 148 failures 
averaged but $5,950, which compares with 
$14,084 in the corresponding month last 
year, and is much smaller than in any other 
June of the last decade. Scarcely less strik- 
ingly favorable is the trading exhibit; two 
large failures accounting for almost one- 
fourth of the sum involved, the remaining 
540 defaults averaging but $4,904 each 
against $8,523 in June, 1902. Only one other 
June of the past decade made a better 
showing in this respect. Naturally, the net 
result for all commercial failures was satis- 
factory. Twelve heavy suspensions provid- 
ed more than half the aggregate, and the 
great mass of 723 defaults averaged only

$5,624, the best showing for June since this 
method of separating failures ,was inau- 
gurated.

THE DECLINE IN READING. 


It was the expected that happened yes- 
terday when Reading broke over 2 points 
and closed at practically the lowest of the 
day, under persistent liquidation. Not only 
did the decline occasion no surprise, but 
the wonder was that it had not come 
sooner. Reason for this is found in the 
fact that the recent rise in the stock from 
around 42 to above 53 was built up in more 
or less laborious fashion and with the aid 


of much bullish literature by a coterie of 
room traders who, while resourceful 
enough, are known never to follow too far 
up any artifical movement begun by them 
and finally taken over by “ trailers.” 

As a minority stock with no dividend in 
sight for several years, Reading, banking 
interests say, is selling too high, especially 
when carrying charges are so burdensome 
-—and this though it is recognized that the 
present earnings of the property are phe- 
nomenally good. 

There were evidences yesterday that some 
banking interests heretofore identified with 
the ptgperty were among the largest sell- 
ers, The speculative bull account in the 
stock is said to be the largest of any such 
account in the market. 


TO-MORROW'S BANK STATEMENT. 


Bankers who have been following the 
money situation somewhat more closely 
than brokers declare that to-morrow’'s bank 
statement may give the specwative element 
an unfavorable surprise, and, if nothing 
else, will serve to show the folly of under- 


taking any speculative campaign for a rise 
at this time.

The slight advance of 
about 52 cents in the cost of a year's sup- 
ply of the necessaries of life was not im- 
portant, amounting to about one-half of 
1 per cent., and was chiefly due to the 
speculative activity in grain and cotton. 
These raw materials affected the clothing 
and breadstuffs classes sufficiently to more 
than offset more numerous” declines in 
articles of less relative importance. Com- 
pared with the level of quotations on July 
1, 1902, there appears a decline of 2.4 per 
cent., which occurred in breadstuffs, Most 
other classes, notably clothing, average 
somewhat higher than they did a year ago.

' WitntSses Noted Thirty-five Leaks 


at Jerome Park. 


/ 


Loose Stone Filling for Top of Wall— 
District-Attorney to Review Re- 
cent. Testimony. 


When District Attorney Jerome left the 
city yesterday for his country. home at 
Lakeville, Conn., he was accompanied by 
Assistant District Attorney Train, who is 
in charge of the secret inquiry Jato the 
Merchants’ Association charges agdinst the 
three old members of the Aqueduct Board, 
growing out of Jerome Park Reservoir con- 
Struction.. Several large bundles, contain- 
ing-the transcript of testimony thus far ad- 
duced during the investigation, were taken 
along for review. 

Several new witnesses were examined yes- 

terday by Mr. Train. He declined to make 
public their naifes or give any information 
whatever regarding the proceedings. It is 
known, however, that,the witnesses were 
engineers and Inspectofs, either at present 
or previously employed on the construction 
of the Jerome Park Reservoir... Most of the 
testimony, it was learned, was of a corrob- 
orative nature. 
_The'tesult of the investigation thus far 
Was summarized yesterday by a person who 
has been in touch with the inquiry from its 
start. According to him several witnesses 
have testified regarding wastefulness in 
the work of excavation adjoining Gatehouse 
No. 2, and violation of+the ‘specifications 
regarding a large fill in the northern part 
of the reservoir. 

According to this informant, it has been 
shown that after a heavy rain, Which 
caused water to accumulate outside the 
wall of the reservoir, streams of water 
from one-half to one inch in diameter came 
squirting through the structure. Some of 
these streams came through with such 
force that a person could easily walk under 
them without. getting wet. 

It was learned that. testimony has been 
adduced to show thirty-five instances of 
such defects. One witness told of a case 
where one of these apertures had been tem- 
porarily ‘stopped with tarred rope. 

There also has been testimony to show 
that if stones were not large enough to 
meet on the top of the wall, instead of 
the space being filled with cut stone, it 
was filled up with loose stone and cement 


fo give the appearance of a finished sur- 
age, , 

None of the witnesses so far examined 
can remember having seen the Aqueduct 
Commissioners or the Consulting Engineer 
about the reservoir more than three times 
since 1898. 

The next hearing will be held on Monday. 
Among the witnesses to be examined next 
week, besides the Commissioners, who will 
be given every opportunity to explain, will 
be Contractor John B. McDonald, Division 
Engineer Daniel Ulrich, and ex-Chief En- 
gineer W. R. Hill, if he can be imduced 
to return and become a witness. 

. M. Luce, counsel of the New York 
Central Railroad, will be called to testify 
regarding one of thevallegations on which 
the charges are based, namely, that by 
neglecting to make proper arrrangements 
with the railroad in reference to damages to 
its roadbed in the Croton Valley, the city 
lost about $100,000. George W. Birdsall, 
Consulting gineer of the Department of 
Water Supniy, will be asked regarding the 
damage suffered by the city through the 
delay in compte os the Jerome Park Res- 
ervoir. Harry W. Walker, Secretary of the 
Aqueduct Commission, and several members 
of the engineering staff of the Jerome Park 


construction, also yt be called. 
MAYOR’S POWER OF REMOVAL. 


Unnamed Counsel of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation at Variance with Mr. Rives 
Concerning Aqueduct Board. 


George L. Duval, Chairman of the Mer 
*chants’ Association’s Comfnittee on Water 
Supply, made a statement yesterday giving 
the opinion of his counsel, who supports 
the contention of the association regarding 
the Mayor's power of removal of the Aque- 
duct Commissioners. This opinion contra- 
dicts that of Corporation Counsel Rives. 

This attorney, whose name is..not given, 
admits that the revised charter includes 
the Aqueduct Commissioners in the cate- 


gory of officials who are not removable by 
the Mayor at any time in his judgment, but 
he contends that any official in that cate- 
gory may be removed for cause. He cites 
the decision in the case of Greene vs. Van 
Wyck to prove that those officials not in 
the category may be removed by the Mayor 
without cause, and that therefore those in 
the category are removable when cause is 
given. 

The Mayor’s control over the Aqueduct 
Commission and his right to remove upon 
cause, he says, is provided for in Section 
518 of the Revised Charter, which expressly 
continues Chapter 490, Laws of 1883, and 
its amendments, while a portion of the 
amendment known as Chapter 584, Laws of 
1888, clothes the Mayor with a like power 
of removal as is provided by Chapter 40, 
Laws of 1882, which, in Section 08, pro- 
vides that the heads of all departments 
except the head of the Department of 
Street Cleaning may be removed by the 
Mayor for cause. 


TAMMANY MEMBER DEFENDS

J. J. Ryan Says the Board Will Be Ap- 
preciated When the Officials 
Are All Dead.”

MacFARLANE’S SLAYER GUILTY. 
Death Sentence for the Negro Spencer 


—Battled with Keepers Who Sought 
to Take Him to Court. 


William Spencer, alias William Rogers, 
the negro who shot and killed Superintend- 
ent Charles S. MacFarlane of the Anti-Pol- 
icy Society in the corridor of the Criminal 
Courts Building on June 16, yesterday was 
convicted of murder in the first degree be- 
fore Recorder Goff in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions. He at once was sentenced to 
die in the electric chair during the week 
beginning Aug. 17. The jury was out only 
fifty-five minutes. 

Spencer, who ‘has caused no end of anx- 
iety to Warden Van De Carr and the keep- 
ers in the Tombs during hts sojourn there, 
will be serft to Sing Sing-this morning. 

While Spencer was waiting in the prison 
for the jury to return he made loud threats 
that he would not return to the courtroom, 
and that Recorder Goff would not sentence 
him, An extra guard was placed over the 


negro as a result, and as he had been near 
many of his friends during the trial he was 
searched for weapons. 

When it was announced that the jury had 
returned to the cpurtroom Spencer refused 
to leave his cell, ; 

Two keepers seized the negro, but he 
wriggled from their grasp and a desperate 
struggle followed, in which the prisoner 
was finally thrown to the floor and sub- 


Gued. He was then told that if he would ' 


not go quietly he would be bound hands 
and feet and carried into court. Then he 
changed his mind. 

Previous to his being taken in.a large 
window near where he was to be arraigned 
was closed. When Sfencer made his ap- 
pearance in the door leading from the pris- 
on pen he was surroundef by four deputy 
sheriffs and court officers, wha stoed about 
him. When the verdict was announced not 
a muscle of the negro's sullen face moved. 

The usual motions for a stay and arrest 
of judgment were made by his counsel, and 
denied by Recorder Goff, who then imposed 
sentence.

FISH DEALERS DETERMINED. 


Agree to Resist Demands of Striking 
Smack Crews—Prices Advancing. 


The Fulton Market fish dealers held a 
meeting yesterday morning and decided not 
to yield to the demands of their striking 
bluefish crews for a return of the old 
scheme of wages. Meanwhile the strikers, 
or a large part of them, were outside hav- 
ing swimming matches about the docks 
and generally making the most of their 
voluntary vacation, 

The dealers, after their meeting, issued 
a statement in which was given their side 
ot the'situation. It was said that the 
tie-up in the market extended only to 
bluefish, because the men employed in the 
other fishing industries were still at work 
econtentedly, After treating the wage ques- 
tion at length, the statement continues: 
* Agitation by walking delegates and ir- 
responsible parties has brought about the 
conditions which now exist, and on Monday 
last we were brought face to face with a 
species of labor trouble similar to that at- 
tacking other industrigs. On that day, 
when a number of vessels were in port, 
ready to gO to sea, with their perishable 
supplies and ice on board, advantage was 
taken of the apparent favorable opportun- 
ity, and the crews refused to go to sea 
unless they were paid, in addition to their 
regular wages, 1 cent for each fish catght. 

“ Fishermen who declare themselves sat- 
isfied with the existing conditions and are 
willing to go to Sea. are restrained by 
threats of personal violence. This makes 
the condition assume the phase of a strike, 
and the vessels are temporarily out of 
commission,” / 

The wholesale price of bluefish at Ful- 
ton Market yesterday ranged from 12 to 15 
cénts a pound, and retailers got any price 
they asked from buyers who wanted it 
badly.

LEGAL NOTES. 


Tue SUPREME COURT AND MUNICIPAL AD. 
MINISTRATION.—Justice Andrews of the Su- 
preme Court, at the Onondaga Special 
Term, has refused by mandamus to com- 
pel the Commissioner of Public Safety of 
the City of Syracuse to enforce the laws 
prohibiting the employment on Sunday of 
all laber, except for works of necessity and 
charity, and those prohibiting on that day 
all pubic exercises and dramatic and theat- 
rical performances. Charles Listman, the 
after his 
attention had been called to several so- 
called sacred concerts which were being 
given in the theatres of Syracuse on Sun- 
days, sent two policemen to witness one of 
these entertainments, The officers report- 
ed what they had seen to a Police Magis- 
trate, but the latter held that the concerts 
Were not in violation of law, and therefore 
refused to issue any warrants. Justice An- 
drews denies the application which was 
made in the name ot T. Baston Clapp, on 
the ground that interference by the Su- 
preme Court with ones ay admipistration 
is not to be encouraged, and, while the 
court may act, it should do so only in ex- 
treme cases. Incidentally, Justice Andrews 
points out the many ways in which the re- 
lator himself can compel! the enforcement 
of the*criminal laws in regard to the ob- 
servance of Sunday. “It is opeh to him,” 
said the Justice, ‘‘ to make a complaint be- 
fore the Grand Jury. He may lay an in- 
formation before the\,Police Justice of the 
City of Syracuse, and if that Justice is sat- 
isfied that the crime complained of has been 
committed, and there is reasonable ground 
to believe that the defendant has commit- 
ted it, he must issue a warrant of arrest. 
If the Police Justice willfully and lag 
erly refuses to do his duty in the matter he 
may be removed by the Appellate Division 
otf the Supreme Court. The information 
may be laid not only before a’ Police Jus- 
tice, but before any Justice of the Supreme 
Court, the County Judge, or the Mayor of 
the city,"’

loon near Tammany Hall, in March, 1899, 
docained a filling-in privilege extending 
tom the foot of Nineteenth to the foot 
of Twenty-fourth Street, on the East River 
at a stipulated price of $17,500. Of this 
amount Cunningham paid the city $4,000, 
and then gave the firm of Holbrook, Cabot 
& Daly, who had the contract for the con- 
struction of a section of the subway in that 
vicinity, the privilege to dum dirt from the 
tunnel excavation there. 

Mr. Holbrook of the contracting firm 
told Mr. Clarke that the firm paid the re- 
maining $13,500 to the city, and $32,000 to 
Mr. Cunningham for the dumping rights. 

“Thus it apfears,’ said Mr. Clarke, 
“that Mr. COunpingham,~ without any 
trouble to himself, realized $28,000 in clear 
profit. What I want to know is why, if 
the contract was worth $45,000, that money 
did not go to the city instead of to a mid- 
dlieman. Mr. Holbrook told me the privi- 
lege was worth to his firm the price paid, 
and that he would rather have done busi- 
ness with the city direct than with a Third 
Avenue saloon keeper.”’ 

Mr. Clarke said that many witnesses he 
wants seem affected by the hot weather to 
a really remarkable extent. It is next to 
impyssible for his subpoena servers to 
serve any of them, as they all seem to 
have gone to the country. Mr. Clarke 
laughingly suggested that they may “ have 
taken to the woods.” 

Among persons whose attendance he has 
been unable to secure are Philip. F. Dono- 
hue, President of the Anawanda Club, 
Tammany Leader Charles F. Murphy’s 
district organization, whom he wishes to 
ask regarding the lease on a bathhouse at 
the foot of West One Hundred and Fifty- 
fifth Street; John B. Kane, a contractor, 
whose firm received $78,000 of Mr. Mur- 
phy’s Treasurers’ orders; Richard Couch, 
who appears on the articles of tncorpora- 
tion, of the New York Contracting and 
Trucking Company as Secretary, and Nich- 
olas T. Cunningham, a contractor. 

Mr. Clarke declared that he doubted 
whether the New York Contracting and 
Trucking Company really existed any lon- 
ger as a bona-fide corporation. He said in 
the County Clerk’s office he could find 
only the articles of incorporation, and could 
get ne trace of any certificate to the effect 
that $5,000, half of the capital stock, had 
been paid in within a year afer the con- 
cern was incorporated. The law says. that 
any corporation failing to comply in this 
instance is dissolved ipso facto. 


CITY EMPLOYE IS ARRESTED, 


M. A. Stripp, Jr., County Clerk’s Search- 
er, Said to be Poolroom Manager. 


Matthew A. Stripp, Jr., employed as a 
searcher in the County Clerk’s office at a 
salary of $2,400 a year, was arrested yes- 
terday on a warrant charging him with 
aiding and abettting in the management of 
an alleged poolroom at 45 Mercer Street. 
He was taken before Justice Olmsted of the 
Court of Special Sessions, who paroled kim 
in the custody of his counsel until to-day, 
when an examination will be heid. 

Stripp, who is said to be a son-in-law of 
* Battery Dan” Finn, Tammany leader in 
the First Assembly District, was arrested 
at his desk by Capt. Brennan of the Mer- 
cer Street Stution. The alleged poolroom 
was raided the,day before by the police in 
the expectation that Stripp, who it is said 
used to leave his desk at 1 o'clock every day 
and.go up to 45 Mercer Street, would be 
caught in the raid. 1
